Paul Krassner (born April 9, 1932) was editor 
and frequent contributor to the Freethought 
magazine The Realist, which, first published in 
1958, is a very early example of the counter- 
cultural press in the United States. Although 
The Realist is regarded as an underground 
publication by some, it was a nationally dis- 
tributed newsstand publication as early as 
1959. 


The Realist was published on a fairly reg- 
ular schedule during the 1960s and then on 
an irregular schedule after the early 1970s. 
It was revived as a much smaller newsletter 
during the mid-1980s when material from the 
magazine was collected in The Best of the Re- 
alist: The 60’s Most Outrageously Irreverent 
Magazine (Running Press, 1985). The final 
issue of The Realist was #146 (Spring, 2001). 


Krassner was a child violin prodigy (and was 
the youngest person ever to play Carnegie 
Hall, in 1939 at age six), but his career took 
a different turn in the 1950s when he be- 
came an important figure in many aspects of 
politically-edged humor and satire in the US. 
He was a close protege of the controversial 
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comedian Lenny Bruce (he edited Bruce’s 
autobiography); he worked on early issues 
of Mad; he was a founder of the Youth Inter- 
national Party (yippies) in 1967, famous for 
prankster activism. He is known in intellec- 
tual property circles for having printed The 
Realist’s controversial 1966 poster, "The Dis- 
neyland Memorial Orgy", illustrated by Wally 
Wood in black-and-white line art. Krassner 
recently made Wood’s poster available in a 
digital color version. 


Krassner remains a prolific writer and stand-up 
comedian. Currently, he is a columnist for the 
New York Press, Disinfotainment Today and 
AVN Online. He is a contributing blogger at 
The Huffington Post.

Dear Frank, 


I’m in favor of minimum income, but I’m 
even more in favor of maximum income. How 
much does anyone need per year to have 
a comfortable and enjoyable life: $100,000, 
$200,00, 1 million, 1 billion? 


Income that exceeds the maximum could 
be put aside for these people’s old age pen- 
sion (up to the maximum yearly income for 
a predicted life of 100 years - if anyone lives 
longer than that, the state could pay for the 
remaining of their years at the same rate). 
To offset their additional income, the excess 
could be donated to a social cause of their 
choice: education, environment, medical re- 
search, etc.; or they could pay decent wages 
to their gardeners, housekeepers, nannies. 
It would promote a natural redistribution of 
wealth. Men would readily hired their wives 
and adult children and keep them productive 
(and the money in the family). Nothing wrong 
with that; they would all be allow to earn the 
maximum.

At BNG, it was the usual Wednesday routine ...

The current goons in the White House have 
left us with a huge mess overflowing with 
debt, war, cronyism and corruption. There is 
no doubt that whoever “wins” the U.S. Presi- 
dency in ’08 will have mammoth challenges 
ahead.

But we did have 
more instruments and cords than ever before! 
Steve E. on guitar and harmonica and | doing 
vocals began the jam with a duet, a nonverbal 
musical conversation under a projection of 
my video Reality Shaping History of a Perfor- 
mance Artist in Dirty Pictures (photos of our 
past performances of the last 30 years). After 
a few minutes, nude Linda and Erika led the 
charge of the rest of the band into the strobing 
lights. Stane Hubert, the pop of II Corral, did 
amazing things as the sound guy. Christie 
Scott, the mom of II Corral combined her punk 
Operatic vocals with Linda’s, Erika’s, and my 
voices. Steve Davis and Jeremy Morelock laid 
down deep bass grooves into the heart of 
darkness, which then exploded firecrackers of 
guitars of 


Steve Emanuel and Leo Coronado. The 
great tidal wave of noise of the synthesizers 
of Patrick Rodriguez, Justin Cassidy and Eddie 
The Floater pressed deeper into intimate 
passions, beating with the juicy tribal heart of 
the percussion of Eric Baughn a.k.a. Hermit 
the Flog, Sandor Finta and T-eem. Carl Off 
added a sweet cherry of warm color with 
his melodica/looping to the pleasure rubbing 
inside that lasted about an hour. Powerful 
stuff, especially in the political context. It 
could change everything, bringing deep joy 
to the nation...the deep joy we released at Il 
Corral! 


People feel this deep joy through the cam- 
paign. Sunday night we ate at Hugo’s for 
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the first time. We had one of those hip, cool 
waiters who make recommendations before 
you ask...who get blown out at how much 
we eat! As is our way, we started telling him 
about the campaign, the performances, our 
life...giving him the button, the platform, etc. 
At one point he looked like he was about to cry. 
He said we knew how to “do it up.” It filled 
him up with hope for the country. At another 
point he brought another waiter to the table. 
He had shown her my platform. She said what 
we were doing was very important. Of course 
we gave her a MOORE/BLOCK button. She put 
it right on and wore it all night! The campaign 
releases hope, joy, and excitement. 


Of course Mikee videoed both entire 
nights. But as | was writing this | got 
the word that somebody had put on 
YouTube.com a 20-minute segment of the 
Saturday jam. (Hey, Elizabeth Monk...| was

Yesterday, aS a part of our presidential cam- 
paign’s enough tour, we were in the how 
Berkeley Can you Be parade. It turned out 
to be one of the most effective pieces | have 
ever done. It was sheer fun! Below are the 
write-ups of it by Erika, and Corey and Alexi 
[A.K.A., Da Boyz] to flesh out the details. 
But it was amazing to see Dr. Richard Ker- 
bavaz...now just “Rich”...my ear doctor of 20+ 
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years outside helping Erika decorate our cars 
before we headed off to the parade...amazing 
that Carl L. who is building next door to us [he 
owns about half of our neighborhood and we 
had fiery battles with him for years], stopped 
working so that he could drive one of cars in 
the parade [Rich drove the other]...amazing 
that Carl Bryant, a labor activist, manned our 
booth in the park for hours until the parade 
had reached the park. What is amazing is 
the quality and the range of people that this 
campaign is bringing together! 


The whole day blew me out. Linda and 
Mikee took turns pushing my chair close to 
the lines of people along the parade route 
so | could shake hands, look into people’s 
eyes, hear their responses, interact one on 
one...all of which would have been impossible 
if | sat on a truck. | was moved when people 
thanked me for running, when whole sections 
started clapping and chanting “GO, FRANK, 
GO!”

People got the tribal 
body that the 6 of us [Linda, Mikee, Erika, Da 
Boyz, and me] are together! 


ERIKA: 


It was parade day!!! | had oatmeal and 
juice, got into my parade outfit and got all 
ready to go. Then | filled all the balloons 
up and came down to start on the car. Dr. 
Kerbavaz arrived and he helped to decorate 
with all the Frank Moore Suzy Block posters 
in the windows and the peace flags which 
we had gotten copied on vinyl and attached 
with supper strong magnets. We loaded up 


the little car with the balloons and picked up 
Carl L and off we drove to the parade. Carl L. 
was asking me lots of questions on the way, 
like how everyone liked the car now that it’s 
painted, how the residents are, about Hugo’s 
and where | grew up. We unloaded at the 
mouth of the parade and we got Frank out 
of the car and attached red white and blue 
balloons to his wheel chair and to the racks 
on top of the cars and off we went.

While Corey loaded, Alexi fixed 
Cookie up with snacks for the day. Erika was 
up having breakfast, and before you knew it, 
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we were outta here. 


We got to Civic Center Park exactly on 
time, found one of the coordinators of the 
event, and found our spot, and hustled to get 
set up! Right next to us was Dolkar’s family, 
her mom, dad and niece Tenzin setting up 
their stand. It seemed as thought we had an 
unbelievable amount of stuff to do to get set 
up, and not much time, and this was true! 
But time slowed for us. Soon Carl was there, 
with his big smiling face, saying, "You guys 
are supposed to have all of this up already! 
You’re not done!!??" He went to work right 
away helping decorate, and we were changed 
and heading down to California St. just before 
10:30! 


What a fun, amazing, mind-blowing expe- 
rience the parade was!

hi, phil. i ran out of time! but i have answered 
about half of your questions. 


1. Could you introduce yourself in a few 
sentences ? 


Hi, | am Frank Moore and I’m running for 
President of the U. S. | was one of the NEA- 
funded artists targeted by Jesse Helms and 
the GAO (General Accounting Office) in the 
early 90s for doing art that was labeled 
“obscene” for my long [5-48 hour] ritualistic 
performances with audience participation, 
nudity, and eroticism. This attack on the arts 
is generally considered the opening battle of 
the cultural war that has raged in the U.S. ever 
since. | have always used art as a means to 
effect political change and cultural subversion 
and to create intimate communities. My 
running for president is the logical outgrowth 
of this! 


| am running on the politics of possibili- 


ties. | have always been dumb to what is 
impossible. So | just figure how to do the 
“impossible.” | have been doing this all my 


life! | am 61. | was born with cerebral palsy, 
can not walk or talk. | communicate using a 
laser-pointer and a board of letters, numbers 
and commonly-used words. But | am a host 
of a popular public access TALK show. Go 
figure it! So now | am setting my sights, as 
president, on eliminating poverty, hunger, 
war, etc. Impossible, eh? 


2. How was your political engagement born ? 


Well, | think it began when | was born. When 
| was born, doctors told my parents that | had 
no intelligence, that | had no future, that | 
would be best put into an institution and be 
forgotten. This was a powerful expectation 
with all the force of western science and 
medicine as well as social influences, behind 
it. It would have been easy for my parents to 
be swept up into this expectation. Then that 
expectation would have created my reality. | 
would have long ago died without any other 
possibilities. 


Instead, my parents rejected this expecta- 
tion for the possibility they saw in my eyes, 
for what for them should have been true. This 
rejection of the cultural expectation of reality 
could not be a one-time choice. They had to 
passionately live their choice everyday, every 
minute, or the cultural expectation would have 
sucked them and me into it. It fought them 
at every new possibility they opened to me. 
Their passionate commitment to how they 
thought things should be attracted people to 
me who kept opening new possibilities for me. 
Of course, these were in the minority. But | 
focused on them, making them how people 
should be, how | wanted to be. So | expected 
people and myself to be like that. So people 
were for the most part that way...at least | 
saw them that way. This opened up to me 
what is called luck. It also gave me the abil- 
ity to trust and the ability to use opportunities. 


So the struggle for freedom, and against 
the powers-that-be has been my life. And it 
has been a continuous struggle, struggling 
with schools to let me in, etc. | have always 
been a radical. But that became obvious 
when | was 18 and invented my head pointer 
with which | type and communicate...| started 
writing political columns for the high school 
paper...as well as putting out an underground 
paper. I was in the first special class placed 
on a regular high school campus so that the 
disabled students could be in regular classes 
and be a part of campus life. | was involved in 
the civil rights and anti-war movements. This 
was 1965...before it was popular to be against 
the Vietnam War. In the school paper | got 


into a debate with a GI in Vietnam. | was sat 
down and told that, because of my political 
philosophy and activities, | was hurting the 
chances of the disabled students who would 
come after me. | replied that the goal was 
to get the rights for the disabled [and for all 
people] to be complete and equal...and that 
included the right to be political. | would not 
surrender that, or any other, right. 


3. What personal way drove you to compete 
for the presidency of the United States ? 


| am running because no other candidate 
is talking clearly about the issues that people 
care about, nor is firmly committed to solve 
the problems that keep us from living together 
in the society that we have been dreaming 
of...and is very possible. |am running because 
there is no other candidate whom | could vote 
for. I’m running to reveal and explore the 
possibilities outside boxes. I’m running to 
plant hope and to zap fear. Oh, yes, I’m 
running to win...and to get the health care 
benefits that the president receives! 


4. Can you tell me some key points about 
your program, the main ideas ? 


Here are some of the most important planks 
of my platform...all of which people can read 
at http://www.frankmooreforpresident08.com/ 
: I'll do away with welfare and social security. 
Instead, every American will receive a mini- 
mum income of $1,000 a month. This amount 
will be tied to the cost of living and will not 
be taxable. We will have universal prenatal- 
to-the-grave health care and universal free 
education with equal access. I'll do away with 
all tax deductions for over $12,000 income. 
Instead, there will be a flat tax of 10 % on 
annual income of less than one million dollars 
for an individual and less than five million 
dollars for a corporation. But the flat tax will 
jump to 75 % on annual income exceeding 
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these limits. I’ll cut the military budget by at 
least half. 


The primary function of the government 
should be the protection of the health, the 
civil and human rights, the freedoms, and the 
general welfare of the people...instead of the 
protection and the promotion of corporate 
profits and interests. The government should 
exist to serve the people, and not to make 
a profit on the services to the people. My 
administration will be governed by these 
basic principles. 


| will bring the troops home from Iraq im- 
mediately. Moreover, | will change this 
country’s self-image from that of THE SUPER 
POWER/WORLD LEADER to that of a member 
of the global community. 


5. How do you view the upcoming campaign, 
can you give us some elements about what 
it represents in term of hardships, opportuni- 


ties... in the US system, and what about your 
strategy? 
Well, I’m doing it without money, without 


spin, without experts, without hype. My cam- 
paign is base on ideas, on how we can create 
the society that we want, on hope. It is an 
underground, grassroots campaign, bringing 
people into a community of active change 
through direct and personal exchange with 
me. They keep telling us this kind of campaign 
can’t work. But you are talking to me. A lot 
of people are getting turned on, inspired by 
this campaign. So it is already profoundly 
working! 


6. Political fiction : It’s January, the 20th, 
2009. You have just been elected president ! 
What are your first steps, your priorities ? 


I'll start withdrawing our troops out of Iraq 
quickly and safely. But | will START creating 
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our dreams as I’ve outlined in my platform. 
Free universal health care, free universal 
education, cutting the military, guaranteed 
minimum income, real tax reform are some of 
my priorities. | will forgive all the interest on 
loans to the so-called third-world countries. 


I'll have a repealing party at the White 
House to repeal all the regulations in all 
departments that were enacted in the last 
8 years and are harmful to the environment 
or to the people’s health, safety, rights and 
freedoms. | will also throw such parties in 
both houses of Congress to repeal dangerous 
laws such as the so-called patriot act. We will 
restore our Bill of Rights! 


7. What are America’s biggest internal prob- 
lems today, and what are your answers ? 


The greedy addiction to obscenely huge 
profits of the big corporations is polluting and 
distorting our society. I’ll do away with all tax 
deductions for over $12,000 income. Instead, 
there will be a flat tax of 10 % on annual 
income of less than one million dollars for an 
individual and less than five million dollars for 
a corporation. But the flat tax will jump to 
75 % on annual income exceeding these limits. 


All patents and copyrights will expire in 
20 years. Inventions, products, etc. which are 
developed with governmental money and/or 
public institutions can not be patented. 


All businesses selling their products in the U.S. 
will have to certify that their products were 
manufactured in accordance with this coun- 
try’s labor, wage, environmental, and safety 
laws... that they meet or exceed these...no 
matter where they were produced. 


Every corporation should come up for a 
renewal every 25 years, at which time it 
must prove that it has been operating in the 
public interest. If it fails to do this, it loses 
its right to exist. Corporations that have 


existed before this policy will have 10 years 
before they will have to prove they are worthy. 


All of the opt-out schemes should be il- 
legal. If a corporation wants to sell your 
information, it first should directly and clearly 
get your permission. Before this happens, all 
such information is a part of your privacy, not 
the property of a corporation. 


The selling/buying of debt should be ille- 
gal. 


8. Same question for America’s external 
problems. 


Our biggest problem is we think we are 
THE world leader, rather than a member of 
the world community. We think the world is 
there to satisfy our “national interest” [which 
is really the interest of big corporations], 
rather than finding what the world community 
needs and wants. This attracts anger, etc. to 
us. It also prevents us from relating to the 
changing world wisely. 


9. More specifically, what do you think should 
be done on Iraq and national security ? 


The Iraq invasion was never in our national se- 
curity or interest. So | will withdraw our troops. 
You don’t keep doing what hasn’t worked. It 
is like staying in an abusive relationship just 
so that you don’t need to admit you made a 
huge mistake. 


10. What about environment ? 


| will encourage a society of small villages 
connected by mass transit. Within these small 
villages, people could walk or bike to work, 
to school, to shopping, to entertainment, etc. 
Mass transit will combine these small villages 


within 15 miles radius into dynamic communi- 
ties. Living in these villages will end gridlock 
traffic, will cut greenhouse gasses, will cut 
stress and isolation. Housing for all incomes 
will be included equally in each village. 


We will encourage electric cars, fast trains, 


clean sustainable decentralized energy 
generators. | would shut down all nuclear 
generators. 


| will destroy 10 percent of our nuclear 
weapons each year to reverse the nuclear 
arms race. 


11. What about your political (institutions), 
social, economic and societal (civil rights, 
abortion, homosexuality...) positions ? 


Government should leave marriage’ to 
churches. Instead, any two or more adults 
who have been living together for at least 2 
years should be able to register as a “family.” 


Government should stay out of religion, 
out of our personal decisions about who we 
can love, what we do in our private lives and 
with our own bodies. | will see that we will 
finally achieve real social and economic equal- 
ity of possibilities for everyone by actively 
insuring the civil and human rights for all. 


12. What should be America’s relationship 
with the rest of the international community ? 


As an equal member of the global com- 
munity. The U.S. has to stop seeing itself as 
THE WORLD LEADER or THE SUPER POWER OF 
THE WORLD. 


13. Political fiction, again. You’re at the White 
House. Iran just acquired nuclear weapons, 
with abilities to launch them to Europe’s doors. 
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It now threatens to launch one on Tel-Aviv if 
the Israelis don’t evacuate the territory under 
48 hours. As the Commander in Chief, what 
do you do ? 


| don’t do fiction. Things should never get to 
that point. I’ll work for a sustainable Israel 
and sustainable Palestine with the civil and 
human rights insured for all the inhabitants 
of both nations. In other words, my policies 
would be even-handed. | will join the rest of 
the world in pressuring Israel to live up to 
treaties, and to dismantle its nuclear arms. 
| will use the “special relationship” between 
Israel and the U.S. to motivate Israel to do this. 


| will work for global shutting down of all 
nuclear reactors and dismantling all nuclear 
[and biological and chemical] weapons. | will 
start this in the U.S. All countries should be 
expected to live under the same rules....not 
one set for the “Super powers” and another for 
the “developing” nations like Iran. | will push 
for a global development of clean, safe energy 
sources as alternatives to nuclear power. 


But after saying all this, | am quite able 
and willing to confront acts of insanity with 
the unexpected which will be extremely effec- 
tive! 


14. What assessment do you make of George 
W. Bush’s presidency, and on which points will 
you be inspired or distance yourself from him 
? 


It speaks for itself! 


15. Could you tell me about you day of 
September the 11th, 2001 ? 


We watched TV news. We watched some- 
one giving Bush all the power.

1. Tell us about your family life. 


Well, for about 40 years, | have lived trib- 
ally/communally. Now the 6 of us live together 
in two houses [one of which we built] on a 
street in Berkeley with 4 cats. Linda and | have 
been together for about 35 years. Michael 
has been with us for 20 years...as have Corey 
and Alexi. Erika joined us 6 years ago. We 
live as a tribal body. This tells you that | 
will expand concepts such as a family and 
family values. My relationships have always 
been what | am about. So we put our personal 
relationships and one another first. This opens 
up possibilities and expands our ability to use 
opportunities. 


2. Tell us about your political experience 
prior to running for president. 


If you mean holding political office, I’m a 
virgin. But if you mean being a subversive 
agent of social change... 


| have always been dumb to what is im- 
possible. So | just figure how to do the 
“impossible.” | have been doing this all my 
life! | am 61. | was born with cerebral palsy, 
can not walk or talk. | communicate using a 
laser-pointer and a board of letters, numbers 


and commonly-used words. But | am a host 
of a popular public access TALK show. Go 
figure it! So now | am setting my sights, as 
president, on eliminating poverty, hunger, 
war, etc. Impossible, eh? 


When | was born, doctors told my parents 
that | had no intelligence, that | had no future, 
that | would be best put into an institution and 
be forgotten. This was a powerful expectation 
with all the force of western science and 
medicine as well as social influences, behind 
it. It would have been easy for my parents to 
be swept up into this expectation. Then that 
expectation would have created my reality. | 
would have long ago died without any other 
possibilities. 


Instead, my parents rejected this expecta- 
tion for the possibility they saw in my eyes, 
for what for them should have been true. This 
rejection of the cultural expectation of reality 
could not be a one time choice. They had to 
passionately live their choice everyday, every 
minute, or the cultural expectation would have 
sucked them and me into it. It fought them 
at every new possibility they opened to me. 
Their passionate commitment to how they 
thought things should be attracted people to 
me who kept opening new possibilities for me. 
Of course, these were in the minority. But | 
focused on them, making them how people 
should be, how | wanted to be. So | expected 
people and myself to be like that. So people 
were for the most part that way...at least | 
saw them that way. This opened up to me 
what is called luck. It also gave me the abil- 
ity to trust and the ability to use opportunities. 
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So the struggle for freedom, and against 
the powers-that-be has been my life. And it 
has been a continuous struggle, struggling 
with schools to let me in, etc. | have always 
been a radical. But that became obvious 
when | was 18 and invented my head pointer 
with which | type and communicate...| started 
writing political columns for the high school 
paper...as well as putting out an underground 
paper. | was in the first special class placed 
on a regular high school campus so that the 
disabled students could be in regular classes 
and be a part of campus life. | was involved in 
the civil rights and anti-war movements. This 
was 1965...before it was popular to be against 
the Vietnam War. In the school paper | got 
into a debate with a GI in Vietnam. | was sat 
down and told that, because of my political 
philosophy and activities, | was hurting the 
chances of the disabled students who would 
come after me. | replied that the goal was 
to get the rights for the disabled [and for all 
people] to be complete and equal...and that 
included the right to be political. | would not 
surrender that, or any other, right. 


So | started doing political columns for 
underground newspapers, joined Students 
for Democratic Society and The Peace and 
Freedom Party. | did political pranks...such 
as rolling in my wheelchair into the Marines 
Recruiting Office to join, offering to push the 
BUTTON with my head pointer. But after the 
Kent State killings, | switched from straight 
politics to art, performance, and commu- 
nity building as my tools for effecting social 
change. In the early 90s | and five other per- 
formance artists were targeted by Sen. Jesse 
Helms in what is commonly seen as the first 
battle of the cultural wars. This placed me in 
a great position to fight for our freedoms! 


3. Tell us about your personal career prior to 
politics. 


Well, | follow where opportunities lead, without 
limiting goals or pictures of how things should 
look like or where they should lead to. We 
here have many different projects going on at 
once...in addition to the “day job.” I’m always 
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writing, painting, making movies, playing in 
my band The Cherotic All-Stars, performing, 
doing a weekly cable/internet talk/variety 
show. That has always been the case. But 
my “CAREER”... In the mid-70s in Santa Fe | 
started a workshop which combined intimacy 
and theater. This turned into a communal 
performance group which moved to N.Y.C. A 
few years later, we moved to Berkeley, where 
| combined the workshop with relationship 
counseling, creating an extremely successful 
practice. But this too morphed into a commu- 
nal performance group of 30 people. Among 
our productions was The Outrageous Beauty 
Revue which ran for over 3 years at the San 
Francisco punk club The Mabuhay. 


The 90s found me touring the U.S. and 
Canada doing performances and _ lecturing. 
My writings started being published. | was 
also busy making films. By the mid-90s 
we were publishing the popular zine The 
Cherotic ®evolutionary. When the internet 
became available, we were among the first 
to have streaming audio and video on our 
http://www.eroplay.com. A live weekly show, 
The Shaman’s Den, which | was doing on 
one of the first internet radio stations quickly 
dragged us into starting our own internet 
station, http://www.luver.com, which quickly 
evolved into a powerful 24/7 uncensored 
channel for change. We have expanded onto 
public access cable television, cell phones, 
etc. 


And now | am running for president! 


4. Please discuss a public figure from the 
past 300 year who you admire most. 


During my teenage years | read the Beat 
writers and the French Surrealists, Lenny 
Bruce and Mort Sahl and Abbie Hofmann, 
listened to Dylan, watched the hippie move- 
ment grow. | wished | could be a hip artist 
living in San Francisco instead of being stuck 
outside San Bernardino reading, listening, 
watching, waiting. All of this brewed inside of 
me. | admired the muckrakers, the “trouble 
makers” in history like Tom Paine. I’m proud 


that Paul Krassner was the first to endorse my 
candidacy. 


5. Do you think the US should have en- 
tered the war in Iraq? Why or why not? What 
is your strategy for finishing the war in Iraq. 


We invaded Iraq on lies or blunders...take 
your pick. Almost everyone...with a few 
notable and impeachable exceptions...now 
agree that we should not have invaded Iraq. | 
would bring our troops home now. If someone 
tells you that s/he will stay in a failed marriage 
to avoid admitting mistakes, hoping things 
will somehow improve...you would rightfully 
question that person’s judgment. 


| will change this country’s self-image from 
that of THE SUPER POWER/ WORLD LEADER 
to that of a member of the global community. 
| will cut our military budget by at least half. 
6. While it is rarely mentioned in the news 
anymore, the US troops are still in Afghanistan. 
What are your plans for that theater of opera- 
tions? 


While going into Afghanistan had more of 
a logic to it than our invasion of Iraq, | would 
withdraw our troops from there and work 
through the U.N. Our interests aren’t served 
by having our troops there. 


7. The US initially went to war with Afghanistan 
under the presumption that Osama Bin Laden 
would be captured or killed. Why do you think 
he has not been apprehended yet? What do 
you plan to do about this? 


| don’t think that was the real reason why we 
went into Afghanistan, but the excuse. Most 
experts now believe he is in the tribal area in 
Pakistan. We don’t send our troops in there 
because it might destabilize the dictator who 
we for some reason support there...because 
if he falls, the nuclear weapons that Pakistan 
has might [probably] fall into the wrong hands! 
All hands are the wrong hands. 


This is insanity. | would withdraw our troops 
from Afghanistan because being there does 


not serve our national interest, except as a 
part of a U.N. mission. | may send the C.I.A. in 
to bring Bin Laden out to stand trial. 


We need to stop supporting dictators. On 
the nuclear issue, we need to get rid of double 
standards. We need to treat all nations with 
the same expectations, be it Pakistan, Israel, 
France, the U.S., Iran, etc. In other words, my 
policies would be even-handed. | will join the 
rest of the world in pressuring Israel to live up 
to treaties, and to dismantle its nuclear arms. 
| will use the “special relationship” between 
Israel and the U.S. to motivate Israel to do 
this. 

| will work for global shutting down of all 
nuclear reactors and dismantling all nuclear 
[and biological and chemical] weapons. | will 
start this in the U.S. All countries should be 
expected to live under the same rules....not 
one set for the “super powers” and another for 
the “developing” nations like Iran. | will push 
for a global development of clean, safe energy 
sources as alternatives to nuclear power. 


8. Iran has been spoken of by some as a 
potential threat to the United States. Is Iran a 
threat to the United States? What should be 
done about this? 


| started answering this in the last ques- 
tion. But anything/everything could be a 
“potential threat”...except the things that are 
in fact threats now. Seeing things as “poten- 
tial threats” is a sign of insanity. It blocks the 
effective dealing with real and present threats. 
It creates the fog of fear. 


Iran is not a threat to the U.S. now nor in 
the short-term future. So there is time and 
opportunity to revert Iran from the nuclear 
path by giving Iran other options. Frankly 
nuclear used for energy and nuclear used for 
weapons are both dangerous. 


9. Are there any policies you would like 
to change or implement in the US Military and 
the Department of Defense? Do you have 
any concerns about the oversight of these 
organizations? 
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Again, | will cut the defense budget by at 
least half, turning it into a real defense budget 
rather than a bloated offense budget with 
billions in waste and with many times over 
kill in weapons. This cutting has been long 
over due since the Iron Curtain fell. | will start 
closing our foreign bases. | will use the money 
that is now spent on weapon development 
on development of new cheap clean energy 
sources, mass transit, and other ways to 
live in the post-oil era. | will work closely 
with Congress in developing a more effective 
oversight system of all federal agencies. 


10. Legislation and policy since 9/11 have 
attempted to increase Counter- Terrorism 
measures. Many Americans feel this has 


come at the expense of civil liberties. What if 
anything do you plan to change in this regard? 


Well, | will have repealing parties in the 
White House, scrapping all the rules and 
policies in every department and agency 
which infringe on our rights, freedoms, pri- 
vacy, health and welfare. We will have similar 
parties in both houses of Congress to repeal 
bad laws such as the so-called Patriot Act. 
We will return to the common English lan- 
guage in which “torture” means torture. | will 
declassify documents which were classified 
to hide questionable actions rather than to 
protect the real national interests. | will 
push the Justice Department to investigate 
the war on The Left by the F.B.1. since the 60’s. 


11. Do you plan to make any changes re- 
garding US immigration policy and border 
enforcement? 


| believe we as citizens of the world should 
have the right of travel/movement. | believe 
we need immigrates. So | believe in fairly open 
borders...using our historical relationship with 
Canada as the model. | would remove racist 
filters. | would deny entry to those with 
criminal records. | would seriously beef up the 
security and inspections at our ports. 


All businesses selling their products in the 
U.S. will have to certify that their products 
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were manufactured in accordance with this 
country’s labor, wage, environmental, and 
safety laws ... that they meet or exceed these 

. no matter where they were produced. This 
would curb people’s desire to come to this 
country for a better life. It would also remove 
the motivation of the corporations to drain 
jobs from this country. Businesses would pay 
non-citizen workers at least the minimum 
wage which would be tied to the cost of living. 


12. Some people have discussed the idea of 
introducing a national ID card. How do you 
feel about this? 


It is an awful idea! 


13. What are your plans and opinions on 
the Enforcement, Intelligence and Security 
Organizations such as the Department of 
Homeland Security, Central Intelligence 
Agency, Federal Bureau of Investigation, Na- 
tional Security Agency, Secret Service, Bureau 
of Alcohol Tobacco and Firearms and the Drug 
Enforcement Agency? 


The Department of Homeland Fear... | mean 
Security...has been a disaster, a con job on 
a massive scale. | will junk it. Terrorism is a 
criminal matter. It should be dealt with as 
such, not as a war. We shouldn’t abandon our 
principles, freedoms, rights, The Constitution 
and The Bills of Rights to live in fear. The F.B.I. 
is Supposed to investigate crime...not to keep 
the people in line. The C.I.A. is supposed to 
gather information outside this country, and 
not to manipulate events. Whenever there is 
an attempt to fudge the limits of power for 
convenience of “safety,” we the people get 
screwed. 


| would end the so-called war on drugs. 
The use of drugs should be legalized and 
taxed. Pot and spirits should be sold over the 
counter to adults only. Tobacco and other 
addictive drugs should be sold by prescription 
only. Free drug rehab programs should be 
readily available. So the D.E.A. can be greatly 
reduced. 


Prisons should be only for violent or oth- 
erwise dangerous criminals. Prisons should 
be a part of the health and education system 
and should include drug rehab programs. 
This should also be true for the new creative 
in-community programs for non-violent crim- 
inals for paying back, rehab, and education 
sentencing. These programs will be more ef- 
fective and much less expensive and harmful 
to the community on every level than the 
current human warehouse system. Flexibility 
of sentencing should be returned to judges. | 
will ban the death penalty. 

Basically the law enforcement agencies should 
be the servants of the people, protecting our 
rights, freedoms, and welfare instead of the 
servants of the rich, the corporations, the 
status quo, and the powers-that-be. | would 
de-militarize the police departments. 


14. What is your stance on gun control? 
What do you plan to change or implement 
regarding the specific policies on shotguns, 
rifles, handguns and assault weapons? 


I'd ban assault and automatic weapons 
outright. For other guns, | am for strict control. 


15. What is your stance on US drug pol- 
icy? Do you plan to make any changes on the 
enforcement of Drug Prohibition Policy? 


See #12. 


16. Do you intend to legalize marijuana 
for medical use? 


Yes. 


17. Government entitlement programs 
such as Social Security, Medicare and Welfare 
are going farther from fiscal solvency. What 
measures will you take on this? Do you plan 
on making any changes in the coverage 
or scope of current entitlement programs? 
Please outline any specific changes you will 
make. 


ll do away with welfare, medicare and 
social security. Instead, every American will 


receive a minimum income of $1,000 a month. 
This amount will be tied to the cost of living 
and will not be taxable. 


We will have universal prenatal-to-the-grave 
health care and universal free education with 
equal access. 


18. Many people, especially the elderly 
are worried about the cost of medicine and 
medical care. What do you plan to do about 
this? 


The universal health care would include 
all medicine, medical equipment and supplies, 
long-term care, personal attendants, etc. 
There will be no pre-authorization ritual. So 
your doctor will be free to prescribe whatever 
you need. There may be a review of treat- 
ment afterward if there are any questions. 
Everybody will have the same care as the 
President now has. Preventative medicine 
will be stressed and the so-called alternative 
medicine will be included. You will notice that 
health insurance companies are not in this 
picture! 


19. What is your record on raising or low- 
ering taxes? Do you plan to raise or lower 
taxes as President? Why? 


| do not have a record. But...I’ll do away 
with all tax deductions for over $12,000 in- 
come. Instead, there will be a flat tax of 10 
% on annual income of less than one million 
dollars for an individual and less than five 
million dollars for a corporation. But the 
flat tax will jump to 75 % on annual income 
exceeding these limits. 


Now my policies are pro-business. The 
universal education system will provide busi- 
ness with a superior, flexible work force. The 
minimum income and the universal health 
care will remove the business’s burden of 
providing health insurance and pensions to 
workers. In reality, this relief will be much 
more than any tax cut could give. Moreover 
the minimum income will make the starting 
and maintaining a small business much easier. 
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This is also true for small family farms. The 
minimum income will encourage independent 
invention and artistic pursuit, on which true 
progress depends. 


20. How do you plan on ensuring the fiscal 
solvency of the United States Government? 
Please outline any specific plans you have for 
this end. 


| will cut the military budget by at least 
half and use half of the savings to pay down 
the national debt. | will shrink the federal 
bureaucracy and again use half of the savings 
to this pay down. 


Basically the problem is not a lack of money, 
but what we have spent our money on...war, 
pork, waste, etc. It has been a standard trick 
to distract us with supposed waste, fraud, etc. 
in the social programs while milking us out of 
billions of military waste, corporate welfare, 
etc. 


21. The US Dollar is losing its value com- 
pared to other world currencies. What do you 
plan to do about this? 


Honestly this wouldn’t be one of my fo- 
cuses. But my policies taken together will 
tend to strengthen the dollar. 


22. What plans to improve the United 
States Economy? 


The minimum income of $1,000 a month 
for every citizen will give people money to 
spend, save, invest, or pool with others to 
create more effective financial communities 
which will open up a wide range of opportu- 
nities for the average person...to start small 
businesses, to stay on the family farm, to 
do art, to raise kids, etc. Free health care 
[which will include long-term care, home 
attendants, medicine, etc.], free life time 
education [including child care], free mass 
transit, etc. will in effect put more real money 
in the pocket of the average person. But more 
importantly the fear of the future will fade, 
releasing what is now horded away for old 
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age, for when your health fails you, for your 
kid’s education...releasing the knot in your 
belly of knowing that no matter how much you 
manage to save [if any] it will not be enough. 


23. President Bush agreed to the Security 
and Prosperity Partnership of North America 
in 2005. Do you believe this is a good thing? 
Do you plan on making any specific changes 
to the agreements in this partnership? 


On paper, it may be desireable to form 
a more inter-dependent relationship with 
Canada, Mexico and the U.S., forming an 
economic and social union similar to the 
European Union...after it has been debated 
in depth in public and has been voted for by 
the people of the three nations. This so-called 
partnership is a con developed by the big 
corporations with their allies in government 
behind locked and heavy guarded walls...a 
con they plan to railroad “fast-track” through 
Congress. The con is a wish list of the cor 
porations, and not in the best interest of the 
people of the three countries. So | will derail it. 


24. Many people are worried about envi- 
ronmental concerns such as Global Warming, 
the Depletion of the Ozone Layer, and Pollu- 
tion. What do you intend to do about this? 


Public mass transit will be free, 24/7, and 
reliable. | will call for a major rebuilding of 
America. We will repair our school buildings 
and will build needed new schools. | will en- 
courage a society of small villages connected 
by mass transit. Within these small villages, 
people could walk or bike to work, to school, 
to shopping, to entertainment, etc. Mass tran- 
sit will combine these small villages within 
15 miles radius into dynamic communities. 
Living in these villages will end gridlock traffic, 
will cut greenhouse gasses, will cut stress 
and isolation. Housing for all incomes will be 
included equally in each village. 


We will encourage electric cars, fast trains, 
clean. sustainable decentralized energy 
generators. | would shut down all nuclear 
generators. | would also shut down polluting 


coal-burning generators. | would encourage 
local organic small farms rather than huge 
factories farms which harm the environment 
in many ways and actually endanger our 
future food supply. To put it simply, we 
need to start shifting to a sustainable living 
model, preparing for the post-oil era. We 
need to work with the other nations to create 
this sustainable living rather than throwing 
roadblocks to this to protect short-term profits. 


25. Do you plan to make any changes re- 
garding US energy policy? Please address 
transportation, and power distribution. 


| have addressed this in the last question. 
But a key is de-centralize and diversify energy 
sources. 


26. Abortion is a heated debate among 
many Americans. What are your personal 
feelings on Abortion? Do you plan on making 
any changes in current abortion policy? If so, 
how do you plan to accomplish your changes? 


My personal feelings about abortion...or 
any politician’s personal feelings about a 
moral issue...are not to the point. A person 
has a fundamental right to be in control of 
her body and personal life. Having/not having 
an abortion falls in this fundamental right. | 
will protect this fundamental right in all of its 
forms. 


27. What is your stance on Gay Marriage? 
Do you plan to make any changes regarding 
policy in this area? 


Government should leave marriage to 
churches. Instead, any two or more adults 
who have been living together for at least 2 
years should be able to register as a “family.” 


28. What are your opinions on the idea 
of “Net Neutrality”? What do you plan to do 
about “Net Neutrality”? 


It is a case of where when you can’t un- 
derstand what they are talking about, you 
can bet they are screwing us! It is also where 


the big boys are fighting among themselves 
over control...in this case, the control of the 
gates of the internet, about who will be in 
control and how much control on who and 
what passes through the “gates.” It is a part 
of the attempt to reduce the internet to a 
passive entertainment medium for selling. 
They are very threatened by the free-flowing 
democratic internet where something like my 
Campaign can blossom beyond their control. 
| don’t see the web having gates, but pipes. 
We don’t need gatekeepers, but plumbers 
who keep the pipes wide open. | believe 
in equal and free access for all. | Support 
the principles which were in The Internet 
Freedom and Nondiscrimination Act of 2006 
which woulsd have made it a violation of the 
Clayton Antitrust Act for broadband providers 
to discriminate against any web traffic, refuse 
to connect to other providers, block or impair 
specific (legal) content; would have prohibited 
the use of admission control to determine 
network traffic priority. But this bill was let 
die in committee. | will push for its rebirth and 
enactment. 

29. Do you have a set of standards by which 
you intend to appoint Federal Judges? What 
standards must a potential Federal Judge 
or Supreme Court Justice meet to gain your 
approval? 


I'd look for people who have histories of 
protecting human and civil rights and free- 
doms, who have common sense and a sense 
of justice, and aren’t dogmatic. 


30. What are your plans for the US edu- 
cation system? Is the “No Child Left Behind 
Act” a good thing? Do you plan on making 
any changes to the “No Child Left Behind 
Act”. How do you plan on changing US policy 
regarding elementary school, high school, and 
higher education? 


We will have universal prenatal-to-the-grave 
health care and universal free education with 
equal access. Education should be federally 
funded, based on the number of students, 
adjusted to special needs of each student, 
in each school district. But schools should 
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be locally controlled. The equal access of 
education for every student will be insured 
by the federal government. | will call for a 
major rebuilding of America. We will repair 
our school buildings and will build needed new 
schools. | will give back the art of teaching to 
teachers, instead of making generalized goals, 
instead of focusing on testing. | will focus 
on creating smaller classes, on providing 
needed tools, raising teachers’ salaries, and 
attracting/training new teachers. 


Education will become a lifetime activity, 
not a process from which you graduate, not 
ending one part of your life. Colleges and 
universities will become community centers 
of resources, accessible to everyone. You 
could get training, explore your passions, do 
research, be challenged within an educational 
setting through out your entire life. 


31. 
to you regarding domestic policy? 
changes will you make? 


What issues are of strongest concern 
What 


Well, | have been talking throughout this 
entire interview about my concerns and the 
needed changes. The ending of hunger and 
poverty, true equality of possibilities for ev- 
eryone, protecting our personal freedoms, 
civil and human rights, making sure all of 
our people have their basic needs met in- 
cluding housing, and creating a more caring 
environment will be my focuses. | will take 
back the control of our society from the big 
corporations with their addiction to obscenely 
huge profits. This addiction has distorted al- 
most every aspect of our society. My policies 
will induce the big corporations to break up 
into much smaller entities that will be more 
dependent on serving the people’s real needs. 


32. What issues are of strongest concern to 
you regarding foreign policy? What changes 
will you make? 


They are pretty much the same as in my 
domestic policy. | would work as a mem- 
ber of the global community, not as THE 
WORLD LEADER, to end hunger and poverty, 
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to provide health care and education, to 
de-nuclearize the world, to find ways to re- 
duce world pollution and population growth, 
to protect people’s rights and freedoms, to 
end arms sales...all of which gets to the core 
causes of war. Corporate interests and the 
real national interests are rarely the same. | 
will protect the national interests. | will shrink 
our military into an effective defensive force 
rather than a bloated offensive machine that 
demands a purpose to exist and grow. 


33. Please take this opportunity to address 
any miscellaneous concerns, plans or policies 
that were not discussed in this questionnaire. 
Also use this opportunity to make any closing 
statements. 


Well, | have been running for president for 
about a year now. | started running basically 
because none of the prominent candidates are 
talking honestly and directly about the state of 
things, are committed to fundamental change, 
and have a clear plan to create a humane, 
sustainable, and just plain enjoyable society. 
So | took on that role. When everyday people 
in the “real world” hear about my candidacy, 
they become extremely excited. They don’t 
see a performance artist in a wheelchair. They 
don’t check the odds of my winning. Instead 
they see someone who they could excitedly 
vote for... somebody who shares their dreams, 
talks deeply about what really affects their 
lives. And then they read my platform. Then 
they got more excited at how possible it is to 
bring our dreams for our society into reality... 
to remove fear and isolation; to get the boot 
of big corporations off our neck; to provide 
everyone health care, life-long education, 
a minimum income, and a livable wage; to 
restore our rights and freedoms; and to bring 
our troops home now! We everyday people 
know the real state of the union! But more 
importantly, we have the sense of what is 
possible! We need leaders who share our 
dreams and who do not sell us short. Or sell 
us out! 


So for most of the year, | have been run- 
ning way below their radar. A performance 


artist in a wheelchair “pretending” to run for 
president is no threat... just a weird piece 
of conceptual art. But now I’m beginning 
to be a blip on the radar. Just a blip, mind 
you. But it is amazing that we have gotten 
to the blip stage this early... or at all! A blip 
who talks about the issues seriously and who 
gives real alternatives is dangerous. So the 
gatekeepers are beginning to say that | am 
not a “real” or serious” candidate. What they 
are really saying is that I’m not a part of 
the political system that has been corrupted 
by big bucks; that I’m not playing by the 
unwritten rules, etc. And of course this is 
true. It is one of the reasons why everyday 
people are excited about my running. That 
big bucks political system has been divorced 
from the everyday reality, hijacked by the 
addicts of obscenely huge profits. | am a real, 
serious candidate. I’m just working outside 
of their boxes. Outside of boxes is where the 
new possibilities are. Inside the limiting boxes 
is where political power is created. This is 
why the normal politicians stay in the boxes. 
This is why fundamental, humane change 
rarely—if ever—has come from power politics. 
| hope they keep saying that I’m not a real 
and serious candidate because each time 
they say that our blip gets brighter and more 
intense. | also hope they keep saying | am 
the candidate of the fringe, of the margins. 
Consider who they have marginalized... the 
poor, the working poor. In fact, most of the 
labor force: the disabled, gays, seniors, the 
uninsured, women, the middle class, artists, 
family farmers, racial minorities, immigrants, 
etc. Hey, | may win by a wide margin! 


True, | do have my problems. As one “art 
expert” once wrote, I, “Seem to have a com- 
pulsion not to take no for an answer under 
any circumstances.” | do have this disability 
of not knowing what is “impossible.” So, | just 
figure out how to do it. When | was born, the 
doctors told my parents I had no IQ. Obviously 
the doctors were wrong. So | don’t pay any 
intention to the supposed limitations. | just 
do what is needed. When | was growing up, | 
struggled to get educated, struggled against 
discrimination and prejudices. | really enjoy 


the righteous struggle. This enjoyment of 
struggle gives me an advantage when strug- 
gle is needed. When Senator Jesse Helms 
tried to blacklist me, when the Berkeley City 
Council tried to ban my public access cable 
show... there have been so many struggles! 
My enjoying righteous struggle has been a 
winning element. | also enjoy when struggle 
is successful. I’m looking forward to the huge 
struggle of taking away controlling power 
from the big corporations, of reclaiming the 
rights and freedoms that have been stolen 
from the people of this country, of creating 
a new post-oil social order in which we will 
eliminate fear of getting sick, of getting old, 
of the future, of the Other. 


In reality, as president, | will be able to 
do a lot to start the process of change. And | 
will! | get results! | deliver! But realistically, | 
will be working with a Congress full of people 
heavily invested in the old power system. | 
will need you! Writing me in on election day 
will be just the first step. | will need you 
to get involved in your local community. | 
will probably need you to put pressure on 
Congress—and on the press—to enact our 
dreams. It may take you coming to Washing- 
ton DC a few times as you did for civil rights 
and to stop the Vietnam War. But together 
we will get this done! If it takes me throwing 
a giant party on The Mall every three months, 
then that’s what I'll do! 


It will be an exciting, fun four years! Just 
imagine a world in which somebody like you 
or me could really become president. Now 
keep imagining it and we just may win! Do 
not throw your vote away on a candidate 
who does not share your dreams, who is 
not committed to bring your dreams _ into 
reality! Go for it! It is the only practical 
thing to do because if we don’t go for it, we 
will never get what we need, what we want, 
what we are dreaming.

"Well, | have been running for president 
for about a year now. | started running 
basically because none of the prominent 
candidates are talking honestly and directly 
about the state of things, are committed to 
fundamental change, and have a clear plan

But more importantly, we have the 
sense of what is possible! We need leaders 
who share our dreams and who do not sell us 
short. Or sell us out! 


So for most of the year, | have been run- 
ning way below their radar. A performance 
artist in a wheelchair ‘pretending’ to run for 
president is no threat’ just a weird piece 
of conceptual art. But now I’m beginning 
to be a blip on the radar. Just a blip, mind 
you. But it is amazing that we have gotten 
to the blip stage this early’ or at all! A blip 
who talks about the issues seriously and who 
gives real alternatives is dangerous. So the 
gatekeepers are beginning to say that | am 
not a ‘real’ or serious’ candidate. What they 
are really saying is that I’m not a part of 
the political system that has been corrupted 
by big bucks; that I’m not playing by the 
unwritten rules, etc. And of course this is 
true. It is one of the reasons why everyday 
people are excited about my running. That 
big bucks political system has been divorced 
from the everyday reality, hijacked by the 
addicts of obscenely huge profits. | am a real, 
serious candidate.

Outside of boxes is where the 
new possibilities are. Inside the limiting boxes 
is where political power is created.

why the normal politicians stay in the boxes. 


This is why fundamental, humane change 


rarely’if ever’has come from power politics. 
| hope they keep saying that I’m not a real 
and serious candidate because each time 
they say that our blip gets brighter and more 
intense. | also hope they keep saying | am 
the candidate of the fringe, of the margins.

When | was growing up, | 
struggled to get educated, struggled against 
discrimination and prejudices. | really enjoy 
the righteous struggle. This enjoyment of 
struggle gives me an advantage when strug- 
gle is needed. When Senator Jesse Helms 
tried to blacklist me, when the Berkeley City 
Council tried to ban my public access cable 
show’ there have been so many struggles! 
My enjoying righteous struggle has been a 
winning element. | also enjoy when struggle 
is successful. I’m looking forward to the huge 
struggle of taking away controlling power 
from the big corporations, of reclaiming the 
right and freedoms that have been stolen 
from the people of this country, of creating 
a new post-oil social order in which we will 
eliminate fear of getting sick, of getting old, 
of the future, of the Other. 


In reality, as president, | will be able to 
do a lot to start the process of change. And | 
will! | get results! | deliver! But realistically, | 
will be working with a Congress full of people 
heavily invested in the old power system. | 
will need you!

| want to get back to the guaranteed min- 
imum income of $1,000 a month adjusted to 
the cost of living. It is meant to be a safety 
net rather than a replacement of work. | think 
most want to work...in an expanded concept 
of work. But to get a true feeling of what 
it would be like if you had to live on your 
minimum income, you have to crank in that 
you wouldn’t pay for health care, education, 
mass transit, etc. It all adds up. The combined 
minimum income couple...or a single parent 
with a child...would be $2,000 a month. This 
should provide a realistic basic living. This 
allows the single parent the option of being 
home doing the important work of raising 
a child. But free childcare provided by the 
universal free education system would open 
a whole host of new possibilities to the single 
parent. 


The minimum income would encourage 
people to form the cooperative communal 
family [of all kinds] groupings who pool their 
incomes together...using their minimum in- 
comes as a base to create more nourishing 
homes, to start and maintain small busi- 
nesses. These communal groupings will 
be much more financially stable, emotion- 
ally nourishing, and environmentally friendly 
than today’s common isolating model of living. 


It is all about caring and choice. If a se- 
nior wants to stay in her own home, the 
$1,000 a month will make that possible as will 
the home attendants provided by the health 
care system. This is also true if she wants to 
live with her family or in communal housing. 
This will actually be much cheaper than the 
scary mess we have now. The warehouse 
nursing home will be a thing of the past. Se- 
niors will be an important, active element of 
every part of our society. We need everyone 
actively involved. We simply cannot afford 
on any level to warehouse portions of our 
population. It is a waste of potential! 


Some people have expressed concerns that 
the guaranteed minimum income would drain 
people’s productivity. They ask why people 
would work. What they are really asking is why 
people would work without the whip of fear 
of hunger and poverty. They never ask this 
about the rich or the corporations, only about 
the working class and the poor. In reality most 
people want to work, want to contribute, want 
to improve their lives. Hunger, poverty, and 
fear drain productivity. If we are to survive, 
we need to end hunger, poverty, and fear. 


The guaranteed minimum income will tend 
to keep wages in general higher and working 
conditions safer and more worker-friendly. 
This was also true for welfare and was the 
true root of the capitalist opposition to welfare. 


The guaranteed minimum income will be 
very different from welfare. Everyone will 
get it. So there will be no stigma attached 
to getting it. There will be no red tape, no

entrapping rules, no case workers drained of 
their humanity, and the rest of the demeaning 
rituals of enforced head-bowing associated 
with getting public assistance. The guaran- 
teed minimum income will be something you 
get as a citizen, something you can depend on. 


| get S.S.I., Med-cal, and money for a home at- 
tendant. People say they don’t mind the truly 
unfortunates who obviously can’t work getting 
welfare...but all of those lazy bums getting 
rich on welfare who could get a job...you know 
the line of thinking. Well, | am what they 
are picturing as the truly unfortunate. But in 
reality |can and do do many things. | can’t get 
a job, not because of my body, but because | 
would lose my S.S.I., Medi-Cal, and my money 
for a home attendant. This is an example of 
how the system is set up to not work and how 
the people get blamed for it not working. It 
is hard and scary living on so-called welfare. 
This is not true for me....at least not as much. 
I’m a punk, have built a support network of 
friends, doctors, etc. When | get a threat- 
ening letter [they are always threatening] 
informing me | must go to this certain doctor 
within two weeks to get a brain cat-scan [for 
which | would need to get knocked out] to 
prove | still have cerebral palsy or lose all my 
benefits, | with Linda can get on the phone 
and politely but firmly guide the over-worked 
case manager to turn the pages of my file 
to find the last yearly visit to check that a 
miracle hadn’t occurred. But most people in 
that position are much more vulnerable than | 
am. They are on their own, without a support 
network, etc. | don’t know how they survive. | 
know Nancy, a college student with cerebral 
palsy in a wheelchair, needing assistance with 
feeding, drinking, going to the bathroom, etc. 
She is determined to live independently. But 
her S.S.I. check is barely livable small. Her 
attendant hours [at minimum wage] are less 
than half of what she really needs. So she 
has to wait for a drink of water. She wears a 
catheter although it causes infection [hence 
will probably shorten her life]. To add insult 
to injury, there is a threat that her needed 
supplies will be unclassified as medical equip- 
ment and will no longer be funded. Because 
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most doctors and hospitals do not accept 
Medi-Cal patients [because of red tape, low 
payment, and insane rules], she has to travel 
hours to the county hospital to wait more 
hours to be seen. But she keeps on doing 
what she has to do in order to stay in the 
game of life rather than being stuck in an 
institution...which would cost us much more 
than keeping her out with us. Out here, we 
can hear her poetry, see her perform. Most 
people on public assistance do contribute to 
society. They raise families, do art and music, 
push for change, etc. 


The truth is the system is designed for 
failure, for easy scapegoats and decoys. As | 
am writing this, | see the governor of California 
is again threatening to cut S.S.I., Medi-Cal, 
home attendants, etc. Well, the web work of 
the guaranteed minimum income, a livable 
wage, the universal health care and the life- 
long education systems will be designed to 
work. And because everybody will be covered 
by this web work, this web work will be much 
harder to screw up!

Speech given at Cafe Leila in Berkeley, Jan- 
uary 21, 2008. 


* Let's first get personal. For about 40 


years, | have lived tribally/communally. Now 
the 6 of us live together in two houses [one of 
which we built] on a street in Berkeley with 4 
cats. Linda and | have been together for over 
35 years. Michael has been with us for 20 
years...as have Corey and Alexi. Erika joined 
us 6 years ago. We live as a tribal body. This 
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tells you that | will expand concepts such as 
a family and family values. My relationships 
have always been what I am about. So we put 
Our personal relationships and one another 
first. This opens up possibilities and expands 
our ability to use opportunities. 


| have always been dumb to what is im- 
possible. So | just figure how to do the 
“impossible.” | have been doing this all my 
life! | am 61. | was born with cerebral palsy. 
| communicate using a laser-pointer and a 
board of letters, numbers and commonly-used 
words. But | am a host of a popular public 
access TALK show. Go figure it! So now! am 
setting my sights, as president, on eliminating 
poverty, hunger, war, etc. Impossible, eh? 


When | was born, doctors told my parents 
that | had no intelligence, that | had no future, 
that | would be best put into an institution and 
be forgotten. This was a powerful expectation 
with all the force of western science and 
medicine as well as social influences, behind 
it. It would have been easy for my parents to 
be swept up into this expectation. Then that 
expectation would have created my reality. | 
would have long ago died without any other 
possibilities. 


Instead, my parents rejected this expecta- 
tion for the possibility they saw in my eyes, 
for what for them should have been true. This 
rejection of the cultural expectation of reality 
could not be a one time choice. They had to 
passionately live their choice everyday, every 
minute, or the cultural expectation would have 
sucked them and me into it. It fought them 
at every new possibility they opened to me. 
Their passionate commitment to how they 
thought things should be attracted people to 
me who kept opening new possibilities for me. 
Of course, these were in the minority. But | 
focused on them, making them how people 
should be, how | wanted to be. So | expected 
people and myself to be like that. So people 
were for the most part that way...at least | 
saw them that way. This opened up to me 
what is called luck. It also gave me the abil- 
ity to trust and the ability to use opportunities. 
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So the struggle for freedom, and against 
the powers-that-be has been my life. And it 
has been a continuous struggle, struggling 
with schools to let me in, etc. | have always 
been a radical. But that became obvious 
when | was 18 and invented my head pointer 
with which | type and communicate...| started 
writing political columns for the high school 
paper...as well as putting out an underground 
paper. | was in the first special class placed 
on a regular high school campus so that the 
disabled students could be in regular classes 
and be a part of campus life. | was involved in 
the civil rights and anti-war movements. This 
was 1965...before it was popular to be against 
the Vietnam War. In the school paper | got 
into a debate with a GI in Vietnam. | was sat 
down and told that, because of my political 
philosophy and activities, | was hurting the 
chances of the disabled students who would 
come after me. | replied that the goal was 
to get the rights for the disabled [and for all 
people] to be complete and equal...and that 
included the right to be political. | would not 
surrender that, or any other, right. 


So | started doing political columns for 
underground newspapers, joined Students 
for Democratic Society and The Peace and 
Freedom Party. | did political pranks...such 
as rolling in my wheelchair into the Marines 
Recruiting Office to join, offering to push the 
BUTTON with my head pointer. But after the 
Kent State killings, | switched from straight 
politics to art, performance, and commu- 
nity building as my tools for effecting social 
change. In the early 90s | and five other per- 
formance artists were targeted by Sen. Jesse 
Helms in what is commonly seen as the first 
battle of the cultural wars. This placed me in 
a great position to fight for our freedoms! 


| follow where opportunities lead, without 
limiting goals or pictures of what things 
should look like or where they should lead 
to. We here have many different projects 
going on at once...in addition to the “day job.” 
I’m always writing, painting, making movies, 
playing in my band The Cherotic All-Stars, 


performing, doing a weekly cable/internet 
talk/variety show. That has always been the 
case. In the mid-70s in Santa Fe | started 
a workshop which combined intimacy and 
theater. This turned into a communal perfor- 
mance group which moved to N.Y.C. A few 
years later, we moved to Berkeley, where 
| combined the workshop with relationship 
counseling, creating an extremely successful 
practice. But this too morphed into a commu- 
nal performance group of 30 people. Among 
our productions was The Outrageous Beauty 
Revue which ran for over three years at the 
San Francisco punk club The Mabuhay. 


The 90s found me touring the U.S. and Canada 
doing performances and lecturing. My writ- 
ings started being published. | was also busy 
making films. By 1991 we were publishing 
the popular zine The Cherotic [r]evolutionary. 
When the internet became available, we were 
among the first to have streaming audio and 
video on our http://www.eroplay.com. A live 
weekly show, The Shaman’s Den, which | 
was doing on one of the first internet radio 
stations quickly dragged us into starting our 
own internet station, http://www.luver.com, 
which quickly evolved into a powerful 24/7 
uncensored channel for change. We have 
expanded onto public access cable television, 
cell phones, etc. And now | am running for 
president! 


OK, let us get to the meat! 


We invaded Iraq on lies or blunders...take 
your pick. Almost everyone...with a few 
notable and impeachable exceptions...now 
agree that we should not have invaded Iraq. | 
would bring our troops home now. If someone 
tells you that s/he will stay in a failed marriage 
to avoid admitting mistakes, hoping things 
will somehow improve...you would rightfully 
question that person’s judgment. 


| will change this country’s self-image from 
that of THE SUPER POWER/ WORLD LEADER 
to that of a member of the global community. 
| will cut our military budget by at least half. 


While going into Afghanistan had more of 
a logic to it than our invasion of Iraq, | would 
withdraw our troops from there and work 
through the U.N. Our interests aren’t served 
by having our troops there. 


We need to stop supporting dictators. On 
the nuclear issue, we need to get rid of double 
standards. We need to treat all nations with 
the same expectations, be it Pakistan, Israel, 
France, the U.S., Iran, etc. In other words, my 
policies would be even-handed. | will join the 
rest of the world in pressuring Israel to live up 
to treaties, and to dismantle its nuclear arms. 
| will use the “special relationship” between 
Israel and the U.S. to motivate Israel to do this. 


| will work for the global shutting down of 
all nuclear reactors and dismantling of all nu- 
clear [and biological and chemical] weapons. | 
will start this in the U.S. All countries should be 
expected to live under the same rules....not 
one set for the “super powers” and another for 
the “developing” nations like Iran. | will push 
for a global development of clean, safe energy 
sources as alternatives to nuclear power. 


Anything/everything could be a “potential 
threat”...except the things that are in fact 
threats now. Seeing things as “potential 
threats” is a sign of insanity. It blocks the 
effective dealing with real and present threats. 
It creates the fog of fear. Iran is not a threat 
to the U.S. now or in the short-term future. So 
there is time and opportunity to revert Iran 
from the nuclear path by giving Iran other 
options. Frankly nuclear used for energy and 
nuclear used for weapons are both dangerous. 


We have been robbed during the recent 
years of many of our rights and freedoms. | 
will have repealing parties in the White House, 
scrapping all the rules and policies in every 
department and agency which infringe on our 
rights, freedoms, privacy, health and welfare. 
We will have similar parties in both houses 
of Congress to repeal bad laws such as the 
so-called Patriot Act. We will return to the 
common English language in which “torture” 
means torture. | will declassify documents 
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which were classified to hide questionable 
actions rather than to protect the real national 
interests. | will push the Justice Department 
to investigate the war on The Left by the F.B.1. 
since the 60’s. 


The Department of Homeland Fear... | mean 
Security...has been a disaster, a con job on 
a massive scale. | will junk it. Terrorism is a 
criminal matter. It should be dealt with as 
such, not as a war. We shouldn’t abandon our 
principles, freedoms, rights, The Constitution 
and The Bills of Rights to live in fear. The F.B.I. 
is supposed to investigate crime...not to keep 
the people in line. The C.I.A. is supposed to 
gather information outside this country, and 
not to manipulate events. Whenever there is 
an attempt to fudge the limits of power for 
convenience of “safety,” we the people get 
screwed. 


| would end the so-called war on drugs. 
The use of drugs should be legalized and 
taxed. Pot and spirits should be sold over the 
counter to adults only. Tobacco and other 
addictive drugs should be sold by prescription 
only. Free drug rehab programs should be 
readily available. So the D.E.A. can be greatly 
reduced. 


Prisons should be only for violent or oth- 
erwise dangerous criminals. Prisons should 
be a part of the health and education system 
and should include drug rehab programs. 
This should also be true for the new creative 
in-community programs for non-violent crim- 
inals for paying back, rehab, and education 
sentencing. These programs will be more ef- 
fective and much less expensive and harmful 
to the community on every level than the 
current human warehouse system. Flexibility 
of sentencing should be returned to judges. | 
will ban the death penalty. 


Basically the law enforcement agencies 
should be the servants of the people, protect- 
ing our rights, freedoms, and welfare instead 
of the servants of the rich, the corporations, 
the status quo, and the powers-that-be. | 
would de-militarize the police departments. 
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I'll do away with welfare, medicare and 
social security. Instead, every American will 
receive a minimum income of $1,000 a month. 
This amount will be tied to the cost of living 
and will not be taxable. 


We will have universal prenatal-to-the-grave 
health care and universal free education with 
equal access. 


The universal health care would include 
all medicine, medical equipment and supplies, 
long-term care, personal attendants, etc. 
There will be no pre-authorization ritual. So 
your doctor will be free to prescribe whatever 
you need. There may be a review of treat- 
ment afterward if there are any questions. 
Everybody will have the same care as the 
President now has. Preventative medicine 
will be stressed and the so-called alternative 
medicine will be included. You will notice that 
health insurance companies are not in this 
picture! 


I’ll do away with all tax deductions for over 
$12,000 income. Instead, there will be a flat 
tax of 10 % on annual income of less than one 
million dollars for an individual and less than 
five million dollars for a corporation. But the 
flat tax will jump to 75 % on annual income 
exceeding these limits. 


Now my policies are pro-business. The 
universal education system will provide busi- 
ness with a superior, flexible work force. The 
minimum income and the universal health 
care will remove the business’s burden of 
providing health insurance and pensions to 
workers. In reality, this relief will be much 
more than any tax cut could give. Moreover 
the minimum income will make the starting 
and maintaining of a small business much 
easier. This is also true for small family farms. 
The minimum income will encourage indepen- 
dent invention and artistic pursuit, on which 
true progress depends. 


The guaranteed minimum income of $1,000 a 
month adjusted to the cost of living is meant 


to be a safety net rather than a replacement 
for work. | think most want to work...in an 
expanded concept of work. But to get a true 
feeling of what it would be like if you had to 
live on your minimum income, you have to 
crank in that you wouldn’t pay for health care, 
education, mass transit, etc. It all adds up. 
The combined minimum income couple...or a 
single parent with a child...would be $2,000 a 
month. This should provide a realistic basic 
living. This allows the single parent the option 
of being home doing the important work of 
raising a child. But free childcare provided 
by the universal free education system would 
open a whole host of new possibilities to the 
single parent. 


The minimum income would encourage 
people to form the cooperative communal 
family [of all kinds] groupings who pool their 
incomes together...using their minimum in- 
comes as a base to create more nourishing 
homes, to start and maintain small busi- 
nesses. These communal groupings will 
be much more financially stable, emotion- 
ally nourishing, and environmentally friendly 
than today’s common isolating model of living. 


It is all about caring and choice. If a se- 
nior wants to stay in her own home, the 
$1,000 a month will make that possible as 
will the home attendants provided by the 
healthcare system. This is also true if she 
wants to live with her family or in communal 
housing. This will actually be much cheaper 
than the scary mess we have now. The 
warehouse nursing home will be a thing of 
the past. Seniors will be an important, active 
element of every part of our society. We need 
everyone actively involved. We simply cannot 
afford on any level to warehouse portions of 
our population. It is a waste of potential! 


Some people have expressed concerns that 
the guaranteed minimum income would drain 
people’s productivity. They ask why people 
would work. What they are really asking is why 
people would work without the whip of fear 
of hunger and poverty. They never ask this 
about the rich or the corporations, only about 


the working class and the poor. In reality most 
people want to work, want to contribute, want 
to improve their lives. Hunger, poverty, and 
fear drain productivity. If we are to survive, 
we need to end hunger, poverty, and fear. 


The guaranteed minimum income will tend 
to keep wages in general higher and working 
conditions safer and more worker-friendly. 
This was also true for welfare and was the 
true root of the capitalist opposition to welfare. 


The guaranteed minimum income will be 
very different from welfare. Everyone will 
get it. So there will be no stigma attached 
to getting it. There will be no red tape, no 
entrapping rules, no case workers drained of 
their humanity, and the rest of the demeaning 
rituals of enforced head-bowing associated 
with getting public assistance. The guaran- 
teed minimum income will be something you 
get as acitizen, something you can depend on. 


| get S.S.I., Med-cal, and money for a home at- 
tendant. People say they don’t mind the truly 
unfortunates who obviously can’t work getting 
welfare...but all of those lazy bums getting 
rich on welfare who could get a job...you know 
the line of thinking. Well, | am what they 
are picturing as the truly unfortunate. But in 
reality |can and do do many things. | can’t get 
a job, not because of my body, but because | 
would lose my S.S.I., Medi-Cal, and my money 
for a home attendant. This is an example of 
how the system is set up to not work and how 
the people get blamed for it not working. It 
is hard and scary living on so-called welfare. 
This is not true for me....at least not as much. 
I’m a punk, have built a support network of 
friends, doctors, etc. When | get a threat- 
ening letter [they are always threatening] 
informing me I must go to this certain doctor 
within two weeks to get a brain cat-scan [for 
which | would need to get knocked out] to 
prove | still have cerebral palsy or lose all my 
benefits, | with Linda can get on the phone 
and politely but firmly guide the over-worked 
case manager to turn the pages of my file 
to find the last yearly visit to check that a 
miracle hadn’t occurred. But most people in 
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that position are much more vulnerable than | 
am. They are on their own, without a support 
network, etc. | don’t know how they survive. | 
know Nancy, a college student with cerebral 
palsy in a wheelchair, needing assistance with 
feeding, drinking, going to the bathroom, etc. 
She is determined to live independently. But 
her S.S.Il. check is barely livable small. Her 
attendant hours [at minimum wage] are less 
than half of what she really needs. So she 
has to wait for a drink of water. She wears a 
catheter although it causes infection [hence 
will probably shorten her life]. To add insult 
to injury, there is a threat that her needed 
supplies will be unclassified as medical equip- 
ment and will no longer be funded. Because 
most doctors and hospitals do not accept 
Medi-Cal patients [because of red tape, low 
payment, and insane rules], she has to travel 
hours to the county hospital to wait more 
hours to be seen. But she keeps on doing 
what she has to do in order to stay in the 
game of life rather than being stuck in an 
institution...which would cost us much more 
than keeping her out with us. Out here, we 
can hear her poetry, see her perform. Most 
people on public assistance do contribute to 
society. They raise families, do art and music, 
push for change, etc. 


The truth is the system is designed for 
failure, for easy scapegoats and decoys. As | 
am writing this, | see the governor of California 
is again threatening to cut S.S.I., Medi-Cal, 
home attendants, etc. Well, the web work of 
the guaranteed minimum income, a livable 
wage, the universal health care and the life- 
long education systems will be designed to 
work. And because everybody will be covered 
by this web work, this web work will be much 
harder to screw up! 


| will cut the military budget by at least 
half and use half of the savings to pay down 
the national debt. | will shrink the federal 
bureaucracy and again use half of the savings 
for this pay down. 


Basically the problem is not a lack of money, 
but what we have spent our money on...war, 
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pork, waste, etc. It has been a standard trick 
to distract us with supposed waste, fraud, etc. 
in the social programs while milking us out of 
billions in military waste, corporate welfare, 
etc. 


Again, the minimum income of $1,000 a 
month for every citizen will give people 
money to spend, save, invest, or pool with 
others to create more effective financial 
communities which will open up a wide range 
of opportunities for the average person...to 
start small businesses, to stay on the family 
farm, to do art, to raise kids, etc. Free health 
care [which will include long-term care, home 
attendants, medicine, etc.], free life time 
education [including child care], free mass 
transit, etc. will in effect put more real money 
in the pocket of the average person. But more 
importantly the fear of the future will fade, 
releasing what is now horded away for old 
age, for when your health fails you, for your 
kid’s education...releasing the knot in your 
belly of knowing that no matter how much you 
manage to save [if any] it will not be enough.

| received an e-mail from Maureen Smith 
forwarding your message with the report from 
Corey and Alexi about running into someone 
in Berkeley. | am afraid that Norma Harrison 
may not have been remembering the SEC 
discussion clearly, so | thought | would pass 
along to you what the State Executive Com- 
mittee actually discussed when your name 
came up late in the summer. 


We are required to submit to the Secre- 
tary of State a list of people who are generally 
recognized as candidates for the Peace and 
Freedom Party nomination for president. We 
reviewed about 20 names, but found that 
about half were people who did not appear 
to have any significant support as candidates 
for our nomination. | think we spent about 
3 minutes (more than average) on your can- 
didacy. We thought your campaign sounded 
interesting, but we thought that you had no 
significant actual support within the party for 
our nomination, and that is the basis on which 
we decided not to list your name. We may 
have been wrong, but that is what we decided, 
and why. 


| suspect that Norma is confusing you with 
another possible candidate we discussed, also 
from the Bay Area, who appears to be a right- 
wing gentleman of rather intense eccentricity 
and military background. He is the only one 
of whom several people said they really didn’t 
want him on a Peace and Freedom Party ballot. 


There are 7 names on our ballot for presi- 
dent, as things ended up, and all but one have 
clearly significant support from members 


and at least some activists. (The other one, 
Stanley Hetz, is a former Senate candidate 
from Pennsylvania, who appeared at the time 
to have support, but no longer appears to 
have much.) It will be interesting to see the 
results, though the vote is only advisory. The 
actual nominees will be determined at the 
State Convention on the first weekend in 
August, by vote of all those who are elected in 
the June primary as members of the Central 
Committee. 


| just wanted to assure you that the mem- 
bers of the Peace and Freedom Party State 
Executive Committee have absolutely nothing 
against you, in fact wish you well, but left your 
name off the list purely due to our assessment 
of actual support from P &F activists. That is 
what we are supposed to do, to pick those who 
have some support within the party, not to 
pick those we favor.

I'll make a copy of an article by Robyn Young, 
a Neurologist in Alameda, that was in a recent 
ACCMA Bulletin. She talks about the problems 
of a profit-driven Health Insurance system. 
The basic issue is that so much of our costs 
for health insurance are really paying the 
insurance companies, that to use the present 
insurance structure like the Schwartzenneger 
proposal for California ammounts to a huge 
tax subsidy for the companies that have 
helped create the mess we now are in. 


Yes, we will need more doctors, nurses 
and probably hospitals if universal access 
were in place. There are not enough providers 
in many inner city and rural areas to take care 
of currently disenfrachised people living there. 
Does this mean a new government program 
to administer a single payer system? Do you 
just give everyone a medicare card and let 
the "market forces" take over? Do you set up 
competition with vouchers for people to buy 
the kind of insurance they think meets their 
needs and keep the insurance companies 
as part of the system? | think the biggest 
challenge in a single payer system is keeping 
it from turning into the DMV, with long lines 
and impersonal service just because it’s gov- 
ernment and there is no other option out there. 


How to handle a transition from a for-profit to 
not-for-profit system is another issue. Do you 


essentially nationalize the existing hospitals, 
or tax profits in such a way that changing to 
not-for-profit is the best option? And what to 
do with big systems like Kaiser that combine 
hospitals, physician groups and insurance 
companies? 


The problem with doctors unionizing is 
that as it stands, we are all independent small 
businesses in competition with each other. 
If we get together to negotiate prices, it’s 
like all the oil companies agreeing on what 
price to sell gas. The same anti-trust laws 
keep us from acting together to change things. 


When is the show where we talk about 
this stuff? | can try to talk to some of the local 
docs who have worked on Single Payer for a 
long time so we have more facts to discuss.

I’m Isaiah Brazzell. I’m 23 years old, from 
Dickson, Tennessee. | have an Associates 
of Science degree in English. I, too, have 
Cerebral Palsy. | have been interested in 
your candidacy, since | found your videos on 
YouTube. What I’m going to do is: using your 
policy statements on your campaign website, 
I’m going to offer my reactions. Reactions will 
be in parentheses. Later in the email, | have 
questions. If you will, please copy and paste 
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your answers after each question. 
reactions: 


First, my 


I'll do away with welfare and social secu- 
rity. Instead, every American will receive a 
minimum income of $1,000 a month. This 
amount will be tied to the cost of living and 
will not be taxable. (1 agree with this. | think 
this would be especially helpful to citizens, like 
myself. Some people may not be motivated 
to work, but | would think that would be a 
relatively small number, overall). 


We will have universal prenatal-to-the-grave 
health care and universal free education with 
equal access. (I agree, but fiscally, how will 
it be funded responsibly, without causing a 
federal budget deficit?) 


I'll do away with all tax deductions for over 
$12,000 income. Instead, there will be a flat 
tax of 10 % on annual income of less than one 
million dollars for an individual and less than 
five million dollars for a corporation. But the 
flat tax will jump to 75 % on annual income 
exceeding these limits. (So, this, absolutely, 
would NOT affect poor people?) 


Ill cut the military budget by at least half. 
(Good concept, but how will you do that, and 
still ensure that the country and citizens are 
adequately protected. Good concept, Frank- 
just the wrong time!) 


Public mass transit will be free, 24/7, and 
reliable. (I agree, as long as it is for both 
metro and rural areas, in all 50 states. Also, 
I’m assuming all of these vehicles will be 
handicapped accessible with wheelchair lifts 
and tie-downs???) 


All patents and copyrights will expire in 
20 years. Inventions, products, etc. which are 
developed with governmental money and/or 
public institutions can not be patented. (Not 
a big issue to me, but whatever floats your 
boat!)

were manufactured in accordance with this

Election day will be a paid holiday. (1 agree.) 


| will push for complete public funding for 
all political campaigns and the banning of 
political contributions and the use of personal 
wealth in political campaigns.

The President should have a line veto. But 
the Congress can over-turn this line veto by a 
simple majority. Also bills should be limited 
to 5 pages in length and/or limited to one 
subject. (| agree on the line-item veto.

(Not a big 
issue! 


Government should leave marriage to 
churches. Instead, any two or more adults 
who have been living together for at least 2 
years should be able to register as a “family.” 
(I agree...personal choice!) 


The end of hunger, poverty, and discrimi- 
nation in this nation will be my main focus 
domestically. This will also shape my foreign 


policy. (Great idea, but a hard job!) 


The minimum income and _ the-~ mini- 
mum/livable wage, linked to the cost of 
living, will rise every time the congress mem- 
bers vote themselves a pay raise...will rise 
by the same percentage of their raise. (I 
agree...Washington works for us. We don’t, 
and shouldn’t, work for Washington!) 


Education should be federally funded, based 
on the number of students, adjusted to special 
needs of each student, in each school district.

But, will the seem- 
ingly massive construction of these "villages" 
destroy houses and family farms? Tradition 
and sentimentalism should come before new 
age communities. (Will these areas, including 
the housing, be handicapped accessible?) 


We will encourage electric cars, fast trains, 


clean sustainable decentralized energy 
generators. | would shut down all nuclear 
generators. (No personal transportation for 


the disabled???) 


| will destroy 10 percent of our nuclear 
weapons each year to reverse the nuclear 
arms race. 


We will stop giving/selling arms to other 
countries. All private arms sales should be 
illegal. (I agree). 
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Now my policies are pro-business. (What 
about pro-constituent???) The universal ed- 
ucation system will provide business with a 
superior, flexible work force. The minimum 
income and the universal health care will 
remove the business’s burden of providing 
health insurance and pensions to workers. In 
reality, this relief will be much more than any 
tax cut could give. Moreover the minimum 
income will make the starting and maintaining 
a small business much easier. This is also 
true for small family farms. The minimum 
income will encourage independent invention 
and artistic pursuit, on which true progress 
depends. 


The primary function of the government 
should be the protection of the health, the 
civil and human rights, the freedoms, and the 
general welfare of the people...instead of the 
protection and the promotion of corporate 
profits and interests. The government should 
exist to serve the people, and not to make 
a profit on the services to the people.

LEGISLATURE APPROVES EMERGENCY BUD- 
GET ACTIONS INCLUDING OVER $1.4 BILLION 
IN CUTS - PACKAGE OF BILLS HEAD TO GOV- 
ERNOR FOR APPROVAL 


Approves 10 % Medi-Cal Rate Reduction 
July 1 - Continues Regional Center Cost Con- 
tainments - Approves Suspension of Cost of 
Living for SSP & CalWORKS Until October 2008 
- No Action Until Regular Budget Process on 
IHSS, Adult Protective Services, Foster Care 
and Adoption Assistance Programs, Supported 
Employment Program 
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SACRAMENTO (CDCAN) - Both houses of 
the Legislature this morning (February 15) 
gave final approval to a package of bills that 
okays some but not all of the Governor’s 
proposed emergency budget cuts, that in- 
clude a 10 % rate reduction to most Medi-Cal 
providers, including adult day health centers, 
effective July 1, 2008, permanent continuation 
of existing regional center "cost containment" 
measures including expansion of a share of 
cost program for families, and suspension 
of the state funded cost of living increases 
due June 1, 2008 for SSI/SSP for five months 
until October 1, 2008. Cost of living increases 
due to CalWORKS recipients on July 1 was 
also suspended until October 1, 2008. [See 
separate CDCAN Report for details on the cuts 
as approved by both houses. CDCAN will also 
be holding a series of townhall telemeetings 
on the budget]. 


The Assembly took action first on the package 
of bills and then adjourned, with the State 
Senate then approving those bills and adjourn- 
ing just before 12 noon today. 


The overall impact of the passage of the 
emergency budget actions and cuts, accord- 
ing to leaders in both houses is to reduce 
overall projected $14.5 billion shortfall pro- 
jected by the end of the 2008-2009 State 
Budget year to about $7 billion. The package 
of bills, according to legislative leaders from 
both parties, will also eliminate the $3 billion 
shortfall in the current 2007-2008 State bud- 
get year that ends June 30, 2008 and create a 
$1 billion reserve. However those savings and 
figures could change by May depending on 
the State’s economy and revenues coming in 
by then. In addition, the task of closing even 
a $7 billion deficit is daunting - with all of the 
Governor’s proposals for sweepings cuts that 
the Legislature did not act on yet, still on the 
table. 


Senate Floor Gets Heated 


Unlike in the Assembly, the debate on the 
152 


Senate floor at many points got fierce with 
Sen. Jeff Denham (Republican - Merced, 12th 
District), under threat of a recall in his Senate 
district, angrily accusing the Democratic 
leadership of pushing for his recall because 
of his votes last year’s budget and cited the 
dumping of Sen. Joe Simitian (Democrat - Palo 
Alto, 11th) as a committee chair for raising 
questions during the February 13th Senate 
budget committee hearing, and said he would 
not be voting to support any of the budget 
bills. 


Sen. Sheila Kuehl (Democrat - Santa Mon- 
ica, 23rd District) strongly refuted that charge 
saying that the issue wasn’t about an individ- 
ual legislator but the impact on Californians, 
citing the sweeping cuts to health, human 
services and education. 


Sen. Tom McClintock (Republican - Thou- 
sand Oaks, 19th District) said the issue raised 
by Denham wasn’t about himself but a larger 
problem in the State Senate in discussing 
issues. 


Senate President Pro Tem Don Perata (Demo- 
crat - Oakland, 9th District) gave an impas- 
sioned floor speech about the budget and 
its impact on millions of California and the 
difficult choices saying there were "no evil 
people" in the State Senate. He wondered 
about how the State could push for health 
care and human services, and yet make cuts 
to health and human services, or push for 
quality education and make cuts to education 


Medi-Cal 10 % Rate Reduction Approved 


Both houses approved the 10 % rate reduction 
to most Medi-Cal providers as proposed by the 
Governor, but changed the effective date to 
July 1, 2008 instead of June 1, 2008 . The cut 
will mean a reduction to the Medi-Cal program 
in the 2008-2009 State Budget of over $540 
million. 


Neither house took action on the proposed 
elimination of some Medi-Cal optional benefits. 


Regional Center $329 Million Cost Con- 
tainment Made Permanent 


Both houses approved to continue on a 
permanent basis, the regional center cost 
containment measures that will cut over $329 
million (including federal funds) from the 
regional center budget for the 2008-2009 
State Budget year. 


Approved to continue on a permanent basis 
other regional center cost containment mea- 
sures impacting operations. 


Approved to continue on a permanent basis 
the current family cost participation program 
(sometimes referred to as family share of cost 
or parental co-payments) that was due to end 
June 30, 2009, and also approved expansion 
of the program to include, for those families 
whose income exceed a certain level, children 
under the Early Intervention Program. 


Neither house took action yet on the Gover- 
nor’s proposed 10 % rate reduction to the 
supported employment program. 


Suspends CalWORKS and State Portion of 
SSI/SSP Grants to October 1, 2008 


Both houses also approved suspending or 
delaying the cost of living Jincreases for the 
SSP portion of the SSI/SSP grants to the lowest 
income people with disabilities, seniors and 
the blind, due June 1, 2008 to October 1, 
2008, which is different from the Governor’s 
proposal that called for a full year cut or 
suspension of the cost of living increase due 
June 1, 2008 for the state portion (SSP) of the 
SSI/SSP grants. 


It took no action yet on the Governor’s pro- 
posal to suspend or cut the cost of living 
increase for the state portion (SSP) due June 
1, 2009. 


Both houses also approved a delay in cost of 
living increases due to CalWORKs recipients 
on July 1, 2008 to October 1, 2008, which the 
Governor did not propose in his January 10 
proposed State Budget. 


No Action Yet on IHSS, SSI/SSP COLA for 
2009, Foster Care, Adoption Assistance 


Neither house actually rejected any of the 
Governor’s proposals - but held off taking ac- 
tion on several other major proposed cuts that 
they will further review and take final action 
later during the regular budget process that 
begins with budget subcommittee hearings in 
March through early May: 


In-Home Supportive Services (IHSS) - held 
off taking action until the regular budget 
hearings that will be held from March through 
early May, on the Governor’s proposed 18 % 
reduction in the non-medical, domestic and 
related hours for persons receiving IHSS, and 
also 10 % reduction to the counties in the 
administration of IHSS 


Medi-Cal optional benefits - held off taking ac- 
tion until the regular budget hearings in March 
through May, on the Governor’s proposal 
to eliminate some of the Medi-Cal optional 
benefits 


Adult Protective Services - held off taking 
action until the regular budget hearings that 
will be held from March through early May on 
the Governor’s proposed cuts to this program 


Foster Care and Adoption Assistance Programs 
- held off taking action until the regular budget 
hearings that will be held from March through 
earfly May on the Governor’s proposed cuts, 
including a 10 % rate reduction to these 
programs. 


Supported Employment Program - held off 
taking action until the regular budget hearings 
that will be held from March through early 
May on the Governor’s proposed 10 % rate 
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reduction to this program 


Education Funding - held off taking action 
on the Governor’s proposal to suspend the 
State Constitution provision(referred to as 
Proposition 98) that guarantees a certain level 


Bills Passed By Both Houses Going to Governor 
For Approval 


The bills containing the emergency budget 
cuts and other changes as passed by both 
houses (copies of these bills can be found on 
the CDCAN website at www.cdcan.us) 


The bills have a designation of "x3" which 
stands for the 3rd extraordinary (or special) 
session. 


These bills all required 2/3rds vote in 
both houses - meaning it needed votes of 
Democrats and some Republicans to pass. 


The bills, when signed by the Governor, will 
go into effect immediately - though the actual 
cuts or cost shifting or deferrals go into ef- 
fective depending on the dates specificed for 
each specific program. 


ABx3 3 - Contains line item changes to 
the 2007-2008 State Budget act 


In addition to ABx3 3, the following are 
budget related or "trailer bills" that contain 
needed changes in State law that would 
implement the budget cuts, cost shifting and 
delays in payments in ABx3 3: 


ABx3 4 - Education cuts, shifting of fund- 
ing 


ABx3 5 - Health (includes changes to state 
law that implement Medi-Cal provider rate 
reduction, regional centers) 


ABx3 6 - Human Services (includes SSI/SSP 


and CalWORKS state funded cost of living 
suspension until 10/08) 
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ABx3 7 - Transportation (including delay 
payments to local counties of gas tax reim- 
bursements) 


ABx3 8 - General government (includes 
defers filling unfilled and new judgeships) 


SBx3 8 which contained the same contents 
of ABx3 10, passed the State Senate with 28 
votes, but there was no chance of passage, 
where ABx3 10 failed earlier, in the Assembly, 
who adjourned for the weekend and holiday 
before the Senate took its action. 


Sen. Denise Ducheny (Democrat - San 
Diego, 40th District) said it was not a tax 
increase but restores a law that was in effect 
in 2004. She said the loophole was "big 
enough to fly an airplane" through it. Sen. 
Sheila Kuehl (Democrat - Santa Monica, 23rd 
District) said it was more horrible to make 
cuts to education, Healthy Families and other 
programs. 


Sen. Dick Ackerman (Republican - Irvine, 
33rd District) said that the economic impact is 
"severe" and would mean a loss of the State’s 
revenues - a point echoed by Sen. Dennis 
Hollingsworth (Republican Murrieta, 36th 
District) who also said it would hurt families 
and working people who work in the industries 
targeted by the bill. 


Breaking with his Republican Senate mem- 
bers and under threat of a recall in his district, 
Sen. Jeff Denham (Republican - Merced, 12th 
District) however said he believed it was 
a loophole that should be closed, but said 
if it was truly a bi-partisan effort to close 
loopholes, wondered about not making other 
cuts or close other loopholes. 


New incoming Senate President Pro Tem 
Darrell Steinberg (Democrat - Sacramento, 
6th District) said it would be better to close 


the loophholes and put the savings and not 
cut Medi-Cal providers. 


NEXT STEPS 
GOVERNOR: 


The emergency budget bills now head to the 
Governor for approval, which he will sign in 
the next few days. 


Governor will issue a revision to his proposed 
budget, in Mid-May that could contain new 
proposals, new economic information about 
the State’s revenues and spending. 


LEGISLATURE 


Legislative Analyst Office will release its an- 
nual review of the Governor’s budget proposal, 
on February 20th 


Legislative budget subcommittees will begin 
to hold hearings on next year’s budget in 
March through early May.

Let’s say I’m an American. Try to convince me 
why should | vote for you? 


Sure! 


| have been running for president for about a 
year now. | started running basically because 
none of the prominent candidates are talking 
honestly and directly about the state of things, 
are committed to fundamental change, and 
have a clear plan to create a humane, sus- 
tainable, and just plain enjoyable society. So 
| took on that role. When everyday people 
in the “real world” hear about my candidacy, 
they become extremely excited. They don’t 
see a performance artist in a wheelchair. They 
don’t check the odds of my winning. Instead 
they see someone who they could excitedly 
vote for... somebody who shares their dreams, 
talks deeply about what really affects their 
lives. And then they read my platform. Then 
they got more excited at how possible it is to 
bring our dreams for our society into reality... 
to remove fear and isolation; to get the boot 
of big corporations off our neck; to provide 
everyone health care, life-long education, 
a minimum income, and a livable wage; to 
restore our rights and freedoms; and to bring 
our troops home now! We everyday people 
know the real state of the union! But more 
importantly, we have the sense of what is 
possible! We need leaders who share our 
dreams and who do not sell us short. Or sell 
us out! 


So for most of the year, | have been run- 
ning way below their radar. A performance 
artist in a wheelchair “pretending” to run for 
president is no threat... just a weird piece 
of conceptual art. But now I’m beginning 


to be a blip on the radar. Just a blip, mind 
you. But it is amazing that we have gotten 
to the blip stage this early... or at all! A blip 
who talks about the issues seriously and who 
gives real alternatives is dangerous. So the 
gatekeepers are beginning to say that | am 
not a “real” or serious” candidate. What they 
are really saying is that I’m not a part of 
the political system that has been corrupted 
by big bucks; that I’m not playing by the 
unwritten rules, etc. And of course this is 
true. It is one of the reasons why everyday 
people are excited about my running. That 
big bucks political system has been divorced 
from the everyday reality, hijacked by the 
addicts of obscenely huge profits. | am a real, 
serious candidate. I’m just working outside 
of their boxes. Outside of boxes is where the 
new possibilities are. Inside the limiting boxes 
is where political power is created. This is 
why the normal politicians stay in the boxes. 
This is why fundamental, humane change 
rarely—if ever—has come from power politics. 
| hope they keep saying that I’m not a real 
and serious candidate because each time 
they say that our blip gets brighter and more 
intense. | also hope they keep saying | am 
the candidate of the fringe, of the margins. 
Consider who they have marginalized... the 
poor, the working poor. In fact, most of the 
labor force: the disabled, gays, seniors, the 
uninsured, women, the middle class, artists, 
family farmers, racial minorities, immigrants, 
etc. Hey, | may win by a wide margin! 


True, | do have my problems. As one “art 


expert” once wrote, I, “Seem to have a com- 
pulsion not to take no for an answer under 
any circumstances.” | do have this disability 


of not knowing what is “impossible.” So, | just 
figure out how to do it. When | was born, the 
doctors told my parents | had no IQ. Obviously 
the doctors were wrong. So | don’t pay any 
intention to the supposed limitations. | just 
do what is needed. When | was growing up, | 
struggled to get educated, struggled against 
discrimination and prejudices. | really enjoy 
the righteous struggle. This enjoyment of 
struggle gives me an advantage when strug- 
gle is needed. When Senator Jesse Helms 
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tried to blacklist me, when the Berkeley City 
Council tried to ban my public access cable 
show... there have been so many struggles! 
My enjoying righteous struggle has been a 
winning element. | also enjoy when struggle 
is successful. I’m looking forward to the huge 
struggle of taking away controlling power 
from the big corporations, of reclaiming the 
rights and freedoms that have been stolen 
from the people of this country, of creating 
a new post-oil social order in which we will 
eliminate fear of getting sick, of getting old, 
of the future, of the Other. 


In reality, as president, | will be able to 
do a lot to start the process of change. And | 
will! | get results! | deliver! But realistically, | 
will be working with a Congress full of people 
heavily invested in the old power system. | 
will need you! Writing me in on Election Day 
will just be the first step. | will need you 
to get involved in your local community. | 
will probably need you to put pressure on 
Congress—and on the press—to enact our 
dreams. It may take you coming to Washing- 
ton DC a few times as you did for civil rights 
and to stop the Vietnam War. But together 
we will get this done! If it takes me throwing 
a giant party on The Mall every three months, 
then that’s what I'll do! 


It will be an exciting, fun four years! Just 
imagine a world in which somebody like you 
or me could really become president. Now 
keep imagining it and we just may win! Do 
not throw your vote away on a candidate 
who does not share your dreams, who is not 
committed to bring your dreams into reality! 
Go for it! It is the only practical thing to do 
because if we don’t go for it, we will never get 
what we need, what we want, what we are 
dreaming. Hey, it just makes sense... right? 
So write Frank Moore in on Election Day! 


Analyzing your biography one can imagine 
Frank Moore’s campaign as another perfor- 
mance, but reading/watching your political 
statements everything looks very serious. 
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Where the truth lies? 
Well, are not all political campaigns per- 
formances? That doesn’t mean they are 
not serious. My performances often start 
with something seemingly trivial then grow by 
themselves very quickly into forces unto them- 
selves. This campaign started with a t-shirt of 
The Three Stooges. Michael [“Mikee”] LaBash, 
who is one of five people | live with in a 
tribal relationship and who is our graphic/web 
designer, had a CURLY FOR PRESIDENT t-shirt. 
For Christmas two years ago Mikee made 
me a FRANK MOORE FOR PRESIDENT shirt. 
When | wore it, people started asking me what 
my platform was. So | wrote a platform up. 
Everybody who read it got excited, overflowed 
with hope, saying it expressed what they felt 
and wanted. Their reactions placed on me a 
responsibility to mount a serious campaign, to 
commit and surrender to it...and to hang on 
no matter where this ride would go. | never 
know where a performance or a project will 
evolve. 


| do performances not to tell stories, not 
to paint pictures for others to look at, not even 
to reveal something about myself or about 
the state of things, and certainly not for fame 
or fortune. It’s simply the best way that | see 
to create the intimate community which las a 
person need and that | think society needs as 
an alternative to the personal isolation. | have 
always wanted to bring dreams into reality. 
For that to be successful, a seriousness and a 
respect for the process and for the people in 
the “audience” is required. In my long ritual 
performances in the 80s and 90s, | took my 
audiences via performance techniques to an 
island called Lila, on which everybody was 
family...where isolation, fear, competition, 
etc. did not exist. The physical contact with 
such a society in the dream state of the 
performance opened up for the people the 
real possibility of such society existing in this 
reality. This released hope. And hope brings 
about change, raises expectations, and brings 
people together. This campaign just has a 
much bigger frame than those rituals! 


You say you are a “political virgin”. History 
of presidential elections shows independent 
novice defeat in election game. Especially a 
person like you, who doesn’t care about all 
“political world”. 


Do you mean | am not a politician, not 
addicted to getting and keeping power? That 
is true. | have never run for political office 
before...except in college. But | have always 
been involved in politics in a bigger con- 
text...that of social change. 


When | was born, doctors told my parents 
that | had no intelligence, that | had no future, 
that | would be best put into an institution 
and be forgotten. So the struggle for freedom, 
and against the powers-that-be has been my 
life. And it has been a continuous struggle, 
struggling with schools to let me in, etc. | 
have always been a radical. But that became 
obvious when | was 17 and invented my head 
pointer with which | type and communicate. 
The first thing | wrote was how | believed in 
a one world socialist government. | started 
writing political columns for the high school 
paper...as well as putting out an underground 
paper. | was in the first special class placed 
on a regular high school campus so that the 
disabled students could be in regular classes 
and be a part of campus life. | was involved in 
the civil rights and anti-war movements. This 
was 1965...before it was popular to be against 
the Vietnam War. In the school paper | got 
into a debate with a GI in Vietnam. | was sat 
down and told that, because of my political 
philosophy and activities, | was hurting the 
chances of the disabled students who would 
come after me. | replied that the goal was 
to get the rights for the disabled [and for all 
people] to be complete and equal...and that 
included the right to be political. | would not 
surrender that, or any other, right. 

So | started doing political columns for 
underground newspapers, joined Students 
for Democratic Society. | helped to found 
the San Bernardino chapter of the Peace and 


Freedom Party in the late 60’s. | did political 
pranks...such as rolling in my wheelchair into 
the Marines Recruiting Office to join, offering 
to push the BUTTON with my head pointer. 
But after the Kent State killings, | switched 
from straight politics to art, performance, and 
community building as my tools for effecting 
social change. The only public office | have 
held is when | was appointed to the rent board 
in Santa Fe, New Mexico after a successful 
rent strike in the early 70’s. | also continued 
writing political columns in underground news- 
papers. Moreover living tribally is a powerful 
political act. 


In the early 90s | and five other perfor- 
mance artists were targeted by Sen. Jesse 
Helms in what is commonly seen as the first 
battle of the cultural wars. This placed me in 
a great position to fight for our freedoms! 


And | always have projects that confront 
political suppression in very sneaky ways. For 
an example, in recent years | shepparded a 
project to test foods for GMO’s and to certify 
products as GMO or GMO-free. We had an 
independent testing lab and over 300 natural 
food stores in both the U. S. and Canada that 
would use the results in deciding what they 
would sell. We developed this project from our 
local consumer protest. In the end, the project 
threatened the corporate “natural”’/”organic” 
food industry [the likes of Whole Foods] so 
much that they staged a hostile take-over to 
kill it. This is the kind of under-the-surface 
politics I’m into! 


Historically the goal of independent and 
third-party candidates is not to “win.” Re- 
alistically the process is rigged to prevent 
us from “winning.” The function of such a 
candidate as | is to introduce ideas, to induce 
change, to raise the bar. Within this context, 
my campaign is extremely effective. But on 
the other hand, | JUST MAY WIN THIS SUCKER! 


Realistically it is impossible for any of 
us independent/third-party candidates to 
win...and for that matter candidates such as 
Edwards whom the mainstream media labels 
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hopeless. It is not really about a lack of money. 


First of all a large number of states either 
out-right ban write-in candidates or make it 
virtually impossible to qualify to be a write-in 
candidate. These states throw out the entire 
ballot with a write-in on it. This disenfran- 
chises the voters in those states from the 
full choices. It freezes in place not only the 
2-party system...which is a product of evo- 
lution, not of the Constitution...but the two 
parties that happen to be the major parties 
at the present moment. This has to change 
before we will have a chance of winning. One 
effect of my campaign has been forcing sev- 
eral states to clean up their write-in processes. 


The mainstream media wants to simplify 
the story down to as few candidates as 
possible as fast as possible...focusing on 
the candidates the closest to the corporate 
interest and painting the rest as fringe....and 
hence not worth coverage or being included 
in debates. 


But the indie media has developed as a 
meaningful alternative to the mainstream 
media. And it will get much more powerful in 
the coming years as a hammer breaking down 
the monopolistic control of the corporate 
media. 


You started anti-war crusade in the name 
of freedom before Vietnam war - as a high 
school student. Can you tell us more about 
prank in Marines Recruiting Office? 


That was in college in 1969 in San Bernardino, 
California. | had my friend, Steve Emanuel 
[who still plays guitar in my band!] push my 
wheelchair into the Marines’ office on campus 
so that | could enlist. Steve just stood there, 
forcing the recruiter to deal with me, to read 
my communication board, etc. | acted very 
serious, very earnest...so the guy thought | 
really wanted to join. | became upset when he 
told me they couldn’t take me because of my 
body! After all, | could push THE BUTTON with 
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my head pointer! Only when | delivered THE 
BUTTON punch line did the guy know he had 
been had! 


1 am thinking about doing the prank again 
because Berkeley, California [where we live] 
has informed the Marines’ recruiters that they 
aren't welcome in our city, causing a national 
firestorm. Things are repeating! 


At the beginning of ’90 you were targeted 
by powerful Sen. Jesse Helms - he attacked 
NEA as an institution promoting “obscene” art. 
That resulted in your political passivity. What 
made you announce election start in 2006? 


Above | have talked about why | entered 
the campaign. Besides the reasons | gave, 
running for President gives me a powerful tool 
to plant ideas and dreams worldwide which 
will bring about change. And this is also what 
happened when Helms targeted me and the 
other artists...and when the Berkeley City 
Council tried unsuccessfully to ban my public 
access television show. If you do the kind 
of work | do, you have to be ready to fight 
censorship. It is a part of the job, a part of the 
art. I’m always ready to joyfully take on the 
powers-that-be...to do whatever it takes. So 
the censors do not have a chance! 


For years before Helms made his move, | 
had been warning the art world that it needed 
to take a firm and united stand against any 
kind of censorship...or we would face a wave 
of governmental censorship. This was in the 
era of political correctness...so | pissed people 
off. 


So I saw it coming. But | didn’t think | would be 
on the front lines. | was overjoyed that | made 
it onto Helms’ top 6 list! | fired off my open 
letter to Helms and | wrote the combine plot, 
a detailed analysis of the attack. Both were 
published widely and are available on line: 
http://www.eroplay.com/Cave/combineplot.- 
html 


and http://www.eroplay.com/Cave/helmsopenlet- 


ter.html. Basically, because | embraced the 
struggle, it opened up all kinds of opportuni- 
ties to me to tour, to address core issues on 
a national stage without compromise. Unfor- 
tunately many in the art world didn’t share 
this lusty attitude. Many artists signed what 
amounted to a loyalty oath to the establish- 
ment to get their governmental grants. This 
paved the way for the beginning of the gov- 
ernment stopping giving grants to individual 
artists, instead giving grants to art institutions 
which are easier to control. 


You are an author of shocking happenings, 
known for 48 hours long erotic ritual perfor- 
mances - is super liberal America ready for 
such a president? 


We shall see! | have found that everyday 
people are generally much more open than 
the “leaders.” The platform and the ideas 
contained in it seem to be the “stars” of this 
“performance.” That is what the people are 
focused on. The other stuff doesn’t seem 
to matter. Of course if the powers-that-be 
deemed me a treat, the mainstream me- 
dia would start using those other things to 
dismiss, to distract. But then it will be too late! 


By the way, most people who come to 
our ritualistic performances aren’t shocked, 
but expanded. 


For 40 years you've been living communally 
- with 5 other persons and 4 cats. America 
isn’t hippie anymore. Most people treat it like 
some kind of freaky thing... 


Yep, for about 40 years, | have lived trib- 
ally/communally. Now the 6 of us live together 
in two houses [one of which we built] on a 
street in Berkeley with 4 cats. Linda and | 
have been together for over 35 years. Michael 
has been with us for 20 years...as have Corey 
and Alexi. Erika joined us 6 years ago. We 
live as a tribal body. This tells you that | 
will expand concepts such as a family and 


family values. My relationships have always 
been what | am about. So we put our personal 
relationships and one another first. This opens 
up possibilities and expands our ability to use 
opportunities. 


Living tribally costs much less than living 
singly on every level. You use less gas...in fact 
less everything...when you live tribally. So 
it is one model of ecological living. Humans 
have lived in tribes for millions of years! In 
tribal families, the people have a web work of 
caring on which they can depend. 


As President, | will encourage a society of 
small villages connected by mass transit. 
Within these small villages, people could walk 
or bike to work, to school, to shopping, to 
entertainment, etc. Mass transit will combine 
these small villages within 15 miles radius into 
dynamic communities. Living in these villages 
will end gridlock traffic, will cut greenhouse 
gasses, will cut stress and isolation. Housing 
for all incomes will be included equally in each 
village. 


Most important issue of your presidency would 
be bringing home troops from Iraq. How im- 
portant is drug legalization? Why do you think 
use of drugs should be legalized and taxed? 


Yes, | will bring the troops home from Iraq 
immediately. Moreover, | will change this 
country’s self-image from that of THE SUPER 
POWER/ WORLD LEADER to that of a member 
of the global community. 


The so-called “war against drugs” in this 
country in reality has been a part of a war 
against the people...especially people of color 
and on the left. 1 in every 100 Americans is in 
prison. This doesn’t include people in mental 
institutions, nursing homes, and other human 
warehouses. These human warehouses drain 
money away from education, health care, 
rebuilding America, etc. This also drains our 
communities of both actual and potential 
leaders of the opposition. 
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Prisons should be only for violent or oth- 
erwise dangerous criminals. Prisons should be 
a part of the health and educational system 
and should include drug rehab programs. 
This should also be true for the new cre- 
ative in-community programs for non-violent 
criminals for paying-back, rehab, and edu- 
cation sentencing. These programs will be 
more effective and much less expensive and 
harmful to the community on every level 
than the current human warehouse system. 
Flexibility of sentencing should to be returned 
to judges. | will ban the death penalty. | will 
push the Justice Department to investigate 
the war on The Left by the F.B.I. since the 60’s. 


The use of drugs should be legalized and 
taxed. Pot and spirits should be sold over the 
counter to adults only. Tobacco and other 
addictive drugs should be sold by prescription 
only. Free drug rehab programs should be 
readily available. These policies will deflate 
drug prices which are why the criminal organi- 
zations are in the drug trade. 


All of this will drastically reduce the crime 
rate. Moreover taxing America’s number-one 
cash crop, pot, just makes sense. 


Luver.com is your means of propaganda. 
You're looking for revolutionary people - i.e. 
poets and musicians who want to share their 
art, aS well aS sponsors. How much does it 
cost to maintain 24 hour working internet 
radio? Who supports you? Do artists from 
Poland can also send you their demos or 
poetry? 


I/we started http://www.luver.com over 9 
years ago. It is one of those things that took 
on a life of its own. | started doing a show 
on one of the first internet stations. But it 
quickly became clear that that station was 
run by would-be yuppies who had unrealistic 
wet-dreams about selling it for a killing. So 
we started luver just to do my show. But it 
quickly grew into a powerful channel for music,

I’m running for the U.S. president. | have 
been running...or rolling in my wheelchair...on 
the campaign trail now for over a year. | 
started because no candidate was talking 
about the issues that the average person 
cares about in a direct, clear way. So | started 
to. And people have responded overwhelm- 
ingly. My having cerebral palsy does not 
seem to matter to most people. In fact they 
seem to see it as an asset. | am a member 
of a suppressed group. But obviously | have 
successfully fought the discrimination all of 
my life and have had fun doing it! Most people 
get that and feel hope. And then they read 
my platform...and they are hooked! 


There has been one exception to this. There 
was an Obama operative who thought that 
anybody who took me seriously as a candidate 
must be nuts...even though she couldn’t find 
any fault in my platform. It is an understand- 
able opinion. After all | have no money, no 
“political experience,” etc. But we pushed her 
to tell us what her problem was with me. This 
is what she said: 


“You are disabled! You talk with a head 
pointer and a letter board! You can’t be 
President! Be realistic! I’m a disability advo- 
cate...but this crosses the line! You people 
can have advisory roles in the background. 
But you need to be verbal to be President!” 


Poor Obama! She is a severe handicap to 
his campaign. I’m sure he doesn’t share her

news is she is in the minority.

| have always been dumb to what is im- 
possible. So | just figure out how to do the

I’m not a disabled candidate, but a candi- 
date who is “disabled.” | believe disability just 
makes everything more obvious and hence 
makes things much easier to handle. In my art 
| use the “disability” as a tool to address larger 
issues of humanity, not just “disability issues”. 
We “disabled” are really the adapters that So- 
ciety desperately needs because we operate 
outside the boxes of “normalcy,” coming up 
with solutions from left field. I’m the candidate 
of all who do not fit into “normalcy”...which is 
almost everyone. The heart of my platform is 
equal and full access for everyone to realizing 
their potential.

| would like to know what you would do 
to help alleviate some of the difficulties that 
transsexual women face. 


Transsexual women are people who have 
the misfortune of being born with female 
brains, yet male bodies. A few are able to 
adjust and function in their birth-assigned 
gender-role - but many are unable to do so. 
These women have to transition - to live in 
the role that their brain is configured to work 


in. However, society places many obstacles 
against transsexual women who need to 
transition. 


Many transsexual women require a_ surgi- 
cal operation called "vaginoplasty". (Contrary 
to popular belief, in vaginplasty, the male 
genitals aren’t "cut off", but are re-configured 
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to form prosthetic female genitalia.) However 
— it is an expensive operation - and even 
though this operation is a life-and-death mat- 
ter for many transsexuals, and for still others 
a necessity if they are to lead productive lives 
- there are too many insurance companies 
who won’t cover it simply because they can 
get away without covering it. You mentioned 
that you support universal healthcare. Will 
vaginoplasty be covered? 


If you want to know more about the long 
and difficult journey transsexual women have 
to make, I’d be happy to answer any questions 
you might have (or if | don’t have the answer, | 
can at least direct you to someone who might). 


Another thing is - many states make it 
difficult for transsexuals to change _ their 
gender-markers on various documents. In a 
reasonable society - gender-markers would be 
changed on drivers license and social-security- 
ID databases upon diagnosis —- and would be 
amended on the birth certificate upon com- 
pletion of surgery. However, there are some 
states that refuse to amend birth the gender- 
marker on a birth certificate no matter what — 
or which will demand full-surgery before even 
changing it on the drivers license (and some- 
times not even being willing to amend that)! 
| mean, | have nothing against State Rights 
- but the right to torment a minority should 
not be one of those State Rights. Do you plan 
to do anything to help us against this obstacle?

Major newspapers, magazines, and _ tele- 
vision stations in Great Britain, Sweden, 
Germany, France, and Poland, have recently 
run feature stories about Frank Moore and his 
campaign for president of the U.S. Moore is an 
independent candidate who lives in Berkeley, 
California, and who is attempting to file as 
a declared write-in presidential candidate 
in the 35 states that will count write-ins for 
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candidates who file a declaration of write-in 
candidacy.

| have been looking at ballot access for 
write-in Presidential candidates state by state 
over the past 6 months or so. | have been 
working with an independent candidate for 
President who is looking to be qualified for 
write-in votes in as many states as possible. 
When | came to Arkansas, | found this on the 
Secretary of State’s Elections Division website: 


"Write-in Candidates Write-in candi- 
dates are not allowed in _ presiden- 
tial, municipal, or primary — elections. 
[ACA §§7-5-525, 7-8-302, 14-43-202]" 


http://www.arkansas.gov/sbec/pdfs/2007- 
Handbook-Final. pdf 


It turns out that none of those election 
codes referenced actually contain any lan- 
guage referring to write-in candidates for 
President. The election law has remain un- 
changed since at least the early 70s. Yet 
there is legal precedent for Arkansas allowing 
write-in presidential candidates in at least 
1972 and 1976. 


But when | spoke with the legal counsel 
of the Arkansas Secretary of State’s office, 
he was not impressed. It did not seem to 
matter to him that 1) Arkansas is among only 
a small handful of states that is currently not 
allowing write-in Presidential candidates, or 
2) that there is a precedent in Arkansas for 
allowing write-in presidential candidates. My 
question to him was: if the law has remained 
unchanged since 1972, why is it that the 
Arkansas Secretary of State allowed Schmitz- 
Anderson to qualify as a write-in Presidential 
ticket in 1972 in Arkansas, and Eugene Mc- 
Carthy to qualify as a write-in Presidential 
candidate in 1976 ... and yet now is saying 


that presidential write-ins are not allowed? In 
South Carolina, for instance, the prohibition 
of write-in presidential candidates is actually 
spelled out in their election laws, but there is 
nothing of the sort in Arkansas. 


What do you think of this? Is this an is- 
sue that Arkansas indymedia can address, 
publicize, look into further ...2 We are in 
contact wiith a ballot access expert, Richard 
Winger, who puts out the publication, "Ballot 
Access News", who has been helping us look 
into this, and who is a great resource for 
looking into this further. Thanks so much for 
your time, and please let me know what you 
think of this issue.

We scoped out 
spots for the swag, for Frank and the speech 
location, and set David up right next to Frank, 
in the only place we could see that there 
might be shade througout the day.

We were hustling! At about 10:30, a cou- 
ple of older women arrived in the office just 
as Corey was about to start blowing up all the 
balloons. It turned out they had a meeting 
scheduled in there, which the moderator said 
was very important, and it wouldn’t work 
very well to have too many distractions. It 
turns out that they are a grounds & buildings 
planning committee for the Square, and were 
discussing a major painting project on all the 
buildings. Corey told her that all he needed to 
do was to blow up the balloons inside so that 
he could blow them all up and they wouldn’t 
fly away. She said ok, if | get a balloon!! 
Corey said ok! He ended up blowing them up 
outside because the helium tank was loud, 
and then would carry them inside and tie the 
ribbons on them. Once he had put up all the 
balloons, he carried one red balloon over near 
their meeting table, and indicated to her that 
it was for her, and she probably thought that 
it had been a joke between them, but was 
happily surprised to get the balloon! 


Before we knew it, the candidate had ar- 
rived, and you guys were rolling down into the 
square. David the notary had arrived at about 
11:30, and came back at noon to set up his 
stuff. What a great guy. It was so neat how he 
was happy to stay, and seemed to really be 
listening to Frank, especially the speech, really 
taking it all in... The conversation between 
Frank, Carl and Mike was really great! And 
the whole process of David notarizing all the 
electors and then notarizing Frank’s forms for 
Indiana, Kansas, Maryland and Washington 
was really fun.

Alexi said later that there was a 
plaque inside the office that basically said 
that the Square was established in 1963 to 
create a model of how people from different 


backgrounds, ethnicities and incomes could 
all live together in community where those 
things were not dividing people. It was really 
interesting to see how the choice to make the 
Square co-op a "fair market value" co-op as 
opposed to a "low-to-middle income co-op" 
set up the kinds of changes that have been 
occurring all over ... the value of all the units 
gets really high, excluding the very kinds of 
people who lived there originally, and who 
still need housing, and making it so only the 
wealthier can move in... going against the 
Original idea of the Longshoreman’s ... 


Then you guys were off, and we were breaking 
down the set ... always a trip to see the site of 
a FM4Prez event morph back into its original 
state. Carl helped us pack everything up, and 
he distributed balloons and hotdogs to folks 
around the square. We gave the flowers to 
Carl, which he really liked, and he took them 
up to his apartment, to Tammy, saying, "Now 
she can’t say | never give her flowers!" 


Mike was back again to lock up the office, 
and he said, "Good show, guys." We hugged 
Carl goodbye, and soon were on the road. We 
were wiped!

After Saturday’s electors’ party, we ll 
were blown away. So many people came 
to sign up to be my electors...a wide range 
of people. They had an intensity of feeling 
which surprised us. Some said they wanted 
to be a part of history. Their seriousness 
was extremely striking...as was their hope. It 
was obvious that the campaign is even more 
important than we realized! Right now ...after 
a neighbor couple who missed the party came 
to the door tonight with completed notarized 
forms...we are only a few electors away from 
being qualified in California. In other words, 
WE NEED YOUR FORMS!

What followed was amazing, non-stop ... It 
was good that we used the first few mo- 
ments of the event to start notarizing Frank’s 
state forms, because then began the steady 
stream of people who had come to be write-in 
candidates for Presidential Elector for Frank 
Moore! The mixture of David’s pleasant offi- 
cial presence and Frank and all of us there, 
and the depth with which everyone came to 
the event to participate in this process which 
was hard to define ... altogether created an 
intensity that we all felt. It was so much 
fun, the house looked beautiful, the food was 
delicious! It was really fun to see people we 
hadn’t seen for a long time, like Mark & Claire, 
Francine, Yusef, Bruce Fessenden... and to see 
our neighborhood come together, in a way, 
around supporting Frank’s campaign.

ERIKA: 

| headed down to the BH | helped with the 
final bit of decorating and then setting up the 
food table. We had chili and corn bread that 
Alexi made, Linda made Asian slaw and we 
had macaroons and chips, an entire feast for 
the electors!!!! We decorated inside and out 
in red white and blue and Corey did quite a 
decorating job on the front of the fence where 
the Frank Moore for President banner is. We 
had signs for the event on both houses in 
case there were some passers by who wanted 
to come in to be an elector and have some 
food, and this worked, it picked up one of our 
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neighbors Kathy who is very much into voting 
democratic but she said she was bribed by 
the food and would be an elector!!! David 
the notarization guy arrived first and enjoyed 
checking out Frank’s paintings and the back 
deck and saying hello to cookie the cat. You 
were down in no time and we got started with 
Frank singing the out of state forms first. Then 
it was non stop people streaming in to sign 
elector forms, amazing just constant for over 
two hours and they spaced themselves out so 
there were hardly any gaps and when there 
was Frank would sign a few forms. It was the 
most notarizations that David the notary had 
done at one time before and he was happy to 
get the signed book of Chapped Lap poems 
that Frank gave him to thank him for all he 
has done for us, coming to three events so 
far and said he could come back again if we 
needed him after July!!!! The steady flow of 
electors included many of our neighbors and 
Gerald and Earlene, Stefan and Claudia, our 
firewood guy who had been in one the plays 
that Frank directed years ago, Francine, a 


. guy Alexi used to work with, a few people 


that Corey works with, Jessie and Isobel, just 
a range of people from our life coming out 
to support the campaign and excited to do 
so saying that they wanted to be a part of 
history! A couple of people had expired ID’s 
and were crushed that they then could not do 
it this time but would figure out how to get it 
done. Someone arrived late someone arrived 
too early for the notarization but several who 
did not make it were willing to go and get it 
notarized on their own!!! After everyone did 
their form they got a bumper sicker and a 
button and all the food they wanted to eat!!! 
Then David the notary stayed longer to do a 
few more, went down the street to do Betty 
and Joe’s forms and then did a final one when 
he came back, wow!!!! At the end of the 
party we talked to Isobel for a while and heard 
about all the different jobs that she has had 
now working at the library and doing various 
gardening things as well including working 
for Full Belly for a while. When everyone had 
gone we counted up the number of elector 
forms for the day, 23, wow and then add that 
to our already 25 and we had 48, just a few 


short and we had people who did not make 
it who still could do it so we were almost all

i found my secretary of education! on 
this show we fleshed out what my education 
policies will look like...while talking about 
her life. this is one of the most important 
show that we have ever done...also warm and 
down-home! 


DA BOYZ: 

And soon the show was starting, and like we 
were saying later, right away we could feel 
how Ericka saw Frank, saw this .... what a 
warm, soft, amazing woman. Frank said later, 
she is one of the heroes. And you could feel 
this throughout the show. Loved how she said 
near the end of the show, in response to Frank 
asking how she keeps hope, in saying that the 
struggle never ends, that it is "paying rent on 
the world". We could have listened to her talk 
for hours ... there were so many threads that 
lead out of her working with the Black Panther 
Oakland Community School that could have 


taken you down hours-long conversations ... 


we were really looking forward to her coming 
back again. It was really neat how, after 
saying that she had to go after about an hour 
and a half, it got even cozier, and then she 
really had to tear herself away. We were 
blown out at her stories of the school, and of 
her work with the county of Alameda on the 
board of education ... and her perspective 
on everything ... it all felt like us ... and 
so neat how she really loved Frank and how 
deep everything went, even talking about an 


element of Frank’s presidential plan, to bring 
prisons into the education department ... It 
was too short! 


ERIKA: 

We were ready early and Ericka Huggins 
arrived. She really liked our house and said it 
had a warm feeling and we settled right into 
an amazing Shaman’s Den with her. There 
were so many things that could be talked 
about that she started with the Oakland Com- 
munity School and would talk about her life in 
relation to that and then we could have her 
back to talk again about other parts of her life. 
Hearing about the Oakland Community School 
was amazing, first starting out in houses, the 
children’s house, you could feel that it was 
community, family, one body where they 
took care of the children and respected them, 
giving them what they needed to thrive. The 
children teaching the children, if a younger 
child was good at something they might teach 
and older kid what they were good at. They 
taught them real history, and math that was 
about how to be in the real world, like taking 
them to the corner store. They taught the 
kids how to work out conflicts with each other, 
to talk to each other and work it out. They 
taught them to ask questions. It was amazing 
to hear about this school and how they really 
loved the kids and took care of them and 
would not separate out kids by color or age 
or needs. They fed them three meals a day 
which influenced California to have a break- 
fast program in all schools. Ericka said that 
after spending time in prison she does not 
want anyone to be in prison. She talked about 
her time on the Alameda school board when it 
was all white men who never went to visit the 
schools where the orphaned kids were locked 
up with the kids who had committed "crimes." 
She brought out the poor conditions of these 
places to the media and then changes started 
to happen about the quality of their care. It 
was inspiring to hear about her life and the 
school and the deep hope that she carries for 
good things to happen in the world. Can’t wait 
for part 2, and 3 and 4 to learn more about 
her amazing life. After the show we talked 
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about how lucky and amazing it is that we get 
such incredible people on the show sharing 
their amazing lives with us! 


MORE ABOUT ERICKA written by Shani Pe- 
ters: 

Ericka Huggins is a human rights activist, poet 
and teacher, as well as a former Black Panther 
leader and political prisoner. For the past 
25 years, she has lectured throughout the 
United States, where her extraordinary life 
experiences enable her to speak personally 
and eloquently on issues relating to the phys- 
ical and emotional well-being of women and 
children, youth, incarceration, education, and 
the role of the spiritual practice in sustaining 
activism and promoting change. 


As the result of her 14-year tenure as a 
leader of the Black Panther Party (the longest 
of any women in leadership), she brings a 
unique, complete and honest perspective to 
the much debated challenges and successes 
of the Black Panther Party. 


Huggin’s political activism began in 1963, 
when she attended the March on Washington 
and committed to moving from the sidelines 
to the frontlines in the global human rights 
movement. In 1969, at age 18, she became a 
leader in the Los Angeles chapter of the Black 
Panther Party with her husband John Huggins. 
Three weeks after the birth of their daughter, 
John Huggins was killed and Huggins was 
widowed. After returning her husband’s body 
to New Haven, Connecticut, Ericka opened a 
Panther chapter there. 


In May 1969, Huggins and fellow Party leader 
Bobby Seale were targeted and arrested on 
conspiracy charges sparking “Free Bobby, 
Free Ericka” rallies across the country. The 
resulting trial, one of the longest and most 
celebrated of the era, soawned several books. 
While awaiting trial for 2 years before charges 
were dropped, including time in solitary con- 
finement, Huggins taught herself to meditate 
as a means of survival. >From this time on, 
she would incorporate spiritual practice into 
her community work and teaching as a tool for 
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change - not only for herself, but for all people. 


A lifelong writer and poet, upon release from 
prison in 1972, Huggins became writer and 
editor for the Black Panther Intercommunal 
News Service. Her book of poetry chroni- 
cling her experience of imprisonment and 
liberation, Insights and Poems, co-authored 
with Huey P. Newton, was published in 1974. 
Her poetry and writings have appeared in 
numerous magazines and books. 


From 1973-1981 Huggins was Director of 
the Oakland Community School, a ground- 
breaking community-run child development 
center and elementary school founded by the 
Black Panther Party. She created the vision 
for the innovative curriculum for the school, 
which became a model for and predecessor 
to the charter school movement. In 1976, 
Huggins became both the first woman and 
the first Black person to be appointed to the 
Alameda County Board of Education. 


In 1979, ten years after her release from 
prison, Huggins returned to California state 
and county prisons and jails to teach Hatha 
Yoga and meditation through the Siddha Yoga 
Prison Project. A focus of her volunteer effort 
was her work with incarcerated youth. She 
has continued this work with adults and, in 
addition, has continued to teach in homes 
for foster and adopted children and pregnant 
teens. For the past 15 years, she has also 
taught relaxation and mindfulness in Califor- 
nia youth correctional facilities in addition 
to many Northern California public school 
districts and community colleges. 


In 1990, at the height of public awareness 
of HIV/AIDS, Huggins was the first woman 
practical support volunteer coordinator at 
the world-renowned Shanti Project. She also 
developed a unique volunteer support pro- 
gram for women and children with HIV in 
the Tenderloin and Mission districts of San 
Francisco. During her time at Shanti Project, 
Huggins helped develop city-wide programs 
for the support of gay, lesbian, bi-sexual and 
questioning youth with HIV/AIDS.

Yesterday we did a campaign stop in El 
Cerrito at their Fourth of July Fair. El Cerrito 
is the next town over from Berkeley. It was 
where a lot of people moved to when Berkeley 
got yuppified. So it is like how Berkeley was 
people-wise 25 years ago...working-class, 
mixed-raced, family/community — oriented, 
multi-generational. Across from our booth 
was the Green Party’s booth...next to them a 
church had a booth. A few tables down from 
us was the N.R.A.! But this was the deepest 
embracing of the campaign of the festivals we 
have been at...warm and direct! 


ERIKA: 

After having a super yummy meal and then 
making at trip to Roma to get coffee we got 
ready and headed out to the event. We were 
there in no time and the event was in a park 
and rec area of El Cerrito. It was already 
hopping an hour into the event. There was an 
art show area, a music area and then a food 
and vendors and everything else area. We 
looked around and did some shopping Linda 
and Mikee getting some super cool brightly 
colored sunglasses. We found our booth and 


job by Corey and Alexi who arrived earlier to 
set it all up. We looked around a little more 
and did some more shopping and that’s when 
we found the pants for me where the woman 
gave us each a present wishing us luck on 
the campaign. She gave Frank a good luck 
bracelet. Then it was back to the booth. There 
was a steady stream of people all day long 
who came up to the booth and many others 
who would stop and stare at the banner and 
us taking it all in. We handed out lots of 
platforms and people were very excited about 
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it some at first not sure what to make of it and 
then their faces melting as they read the plat- 
form and took in that Frank was for real. We 
video taped everyone as they came up. There 
were a few people that recognized us from 
our TV shows and a guy who remembered 
Frank from the Art Institute. He had been a 
nude model in one of Frank’s performances 
there. Everyone at the event seemed happy 
and really having a good time, enjoying being 
with their families and loved ones at this fun 
event. They were all very open to learning 
about the campaign even if they did not think 
they would vote for Frank they wanted to hear 
about it. Some people took several platforms, 
made donations, took bumper stickers and 
buttons, young and old happy to take in the 
hope of Frank’s platform, something different 
than what is out there now, something that is 
about taking care of people and families which 
seems like what people are about in El Cerrito 
and Richmond where a lot of the people were 
from. We saw our acupuncturist and Captain 
Fred who has a show on Luver and lives in El 
Cerrito. What a fun day!!! We could hardly 
pull ourselves away from the table to go to the 
bathroom when we needed to and we found 
some organic food to eat for a snack!!! The 
event ended at 4:00 and we did a little more 
shopping and then headed home. It was our 
last planned campaign festival for a while. It 
had been really fun to go to all these festivals 
and Corey was hot on the job of finding more 
for us to go to so we would see. At home we 
had beverages and Frank laid down for a while 
while we got dinner going and then | started 
on the dusting. Frank was crashing and at the 
end of the event his lungs were bothering him. 
There was still smokey particles in the air from 
all the fires. 


DA BOYZ: 

We hustled to get everything ready and get 
dressed and out the door so that we could get 
to the event as close to 7am as possible. 


When we got there, people were already 
setting up, lots of cars pulling into the lot ... 
the weather was terrible! Overcast, windy 

. We were setting up next to a co-operative 


preschool called Skytown, that is just up the 
hill from the park. They were a friendly group 
of women, and later offered us donuts, which 
we actually had to go with our coffee as soon 
as we had the booth finished! It was fun 
setting up, and as always, it took us hustling 
right up to the last minute to get it all done, 
and then the crowds were appearing ... 


One of the first to come by the table was 
Paul from the East Bay Media Center, but 
there was a stream of people that started 
right at the beginning, and continued all 
day, drawn to the booth and curious to read 
about what Frank was all about, wondering 
if this was for real? And really liking that it 
was! It would be impossible to write-up all 
the many interactions that happened both 
before, and after you guys arrived ... but it 
was a totally mindblowing day ... the sheer 
quantity of people that stopped at the booth 
and the extremely positive reactions ... and 
the disillusionment with Obama was palpable, 
something that was not there at events just 
a month prior .... Where it had been, "This 
is great, but | do have to say I’m voting for 
Obama", now the same people were saying, 
"The choices are horrible ... Obama is showing 
his true colors ..." While we were packing up 
at the end of the day, we were talking with 
the Skytown women again, about how the 
day had gone, and we told them about this 
phenomenon ... they were in total agreement 
with that common feeling. They said Obama 
was never what he said he was... he just had 
a slick presentation for a while. It was really 
great to hear ... people are not dumb! 


It was fun to be there in the booth all day, 
offering folks Frank’s platform as they walked 


by, magnetized by the signs and banners ... 


most could not help but to come up to the 
table and meet Frank and take a look at the 
platform. The people were so right there, 
sharp, not afraid to come and talk, to interact 
with Frank. It was so much fun. The food was 
yummy ... organic himalayan plates, followed 
by sausage with various mustards ... The 
Aidell’s sausage guy really wanted to buy a 
t-shirt (if only it were a muscle tank)!! 


The busiest booth of the year, close to 
home in El Cerrito ... the over an hour of video 
showed just how many people came up and 
interacted with Frank ... the camera popped 
on and off for each person that came up, if we 
could even get to it in time! 


It was sad to pack it all up at the end of 
the day ... always a trip to see the space 
returned to what it was when we had arrived, 
although the energy had been transformed!

I’m very glad you’re filing in D.C. In 1974 
the D.C. Court of Appeals (not the US Court 
of Appeals in DC) ruled that D.C. must per- 
mit write-ins for president. Kamins v Bd of 
Elections of DC, 324 A 2d 187. Before then, 
DC wouldn’t even print write-in space on the 
November ballot for president. 


But even after this victory, DC won’t count 
write-ins for declared presidential write-in 
candidates. In the aftermath of the 1974 
Kamins decision, the lower court (Superior 
Court) issued an order on June 26, 1975. It 
says, "Ordered, that the deft, the Board o 


Elections of the DC, provide a line on the 
ballot for President & V-P marked write-in can- 
didates. 2.That the deft, the Bd of Elections in 
DC, count the names of write-in candidates for 
President & V-P of the US; provided, however, 
the said write-in candidate has a qualified 
slate of electors whose names and affidavits 
have been filed with the deft. Board at the 
appropriate time, prior to the election. 3. 
That the deft Board of Elections promulgate a 
regulation to provide for one and two above. 4. 
That pltf. be awarded his court costs. J. Hyde." 


They claim they 
are "counting" the write-ins if they merely 
say the total number of write-ins cast for 
president, without saying how many were cast 
for any particular filed write-in candidate. | 
have always wished someone would file as a 
Declared write-in for president in DC, and it 
looks like you are the guy!

Unicode Normalization Form "D" specifies 
that only glyphs that are noted as equivalent 
in the official Unicode specification (currently 
version 5.1 and subject to further revision) 
are to be considered identical. For example, 
under Form "D", U+1FBB "Greek capital let- 
ter Alpha with oxia" is considered identical 
to U+0386 "Greek capital letter Alpha with 
tonos", whereas under Form "C" that same 
U+1FBB is treated as if it were decomposed 
to two combined characters, U+0391 "Greek 
capital letter Aloha" followed immediately by 
U+0301 "Combining acute accent". 


Form "KD" will treat "Greek capital letter 
Alpha with oxia" just like form "D", but it will 
also treat U+03D4 "Greek Upsilon with di- 
aeresis and hook symbol" as U+03AB "Greek 
capital letter Upsilon with dialytika", some- 
thing which Form "D" does not.

it is about how society needs us misfits...be 
it artists, "crips" [the "disabled"], visionaries, 
whatever...if society is to survive and to 
evolve into a more humane world. 


We “disabled” are really the adapters so- 
ciety needs because we operate outside the 
boxes of “normalcy”, coming up with solutions 
from left field. I’m the candidate for everyone 
who doesn’t fit into “normalcy” - which is 
almost everyone. My having cerebral palsy 
does not seem to matter to most people. 
In fact they seem to see it as an asset.l’m 
a member of a suppressed group. But I’ve 
successfully fought discrimination all my life 
and had fun doing it! Most people get that 
and feel hope. Then they read my platform - 
and they’re hooked! 


I’m not a part of the political system that 


has been corrupted by big bucks. I’m not 
playing by the unwritten rules, etc. It is 
one of the reasons why everyday people are 
excited about my running. The big bucks 
political system has been divorced from the 
everyday reality, hijacked by the addicts of 
obscenely huge profits. | am a real, serious 
candidate. I’m just working outside of their 
boxes. Outside of boxes is where the new 
possibilities are. Inside the limiting boxes 
is where political power is created. This is 
why the normal politicians stay in the boxes. 
This is why fundamental, humane change 
rarely—if ever—has come from power politics. 


My platform is the star of this campaign! 
This campaign started with a t-shirt of The 
Three Stooges. Michael [“Mikee”] LaBash, 
who is one of five people | live with in a 
tribal relationship and who is our graphic/web 
designer, had a CURLY FOR PRESIDENT t-shirt. 
For Christmas two years ago Mikee made 
me a FRANK MOORE FOR PRESIDENT shirt. 
When | wore it, people started asking me what 
my platform was. So |! wrote a platform up. 
Everybody who read it got excited, overflowed 
with hope, saying it expressed what they felt 
and wanted. Their reactions placed on me a 
responsibility to mount a serious campaign, 
to commit and surrender to it...and to hang 
on no matter where this ride would go. | 
never know where a performance or a project 
will evolve to. | have never run for political 
office before...except in college. But | have 
always been involved in politics in a bigger 
context...that of social change. 


When | was born, doctors told my parents 
that | had no intelligence, that | had no future, 
that | would be best put into an institution 
and be forgotten. So the struggle for freedom, 
and against the powers-that-be has been my 
life. And it has been a continuous struggle, 
struggling with schools to let me in, etc. | 
have always been a radical. But that became 
obvious when | was 17 and invented my head 
pointer with which | type and communicate. 
The first thing | wrote was how | believed in 
a one world socialist government. | started 
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writing political columns for the high school 
paper...as well as putting out an underground 
paper. | was in the first special class placed 
on a regular high school campus so that the 
disabled students could be in regular classes 
and be a part of campus life. | was involved in 
the civil rights and anti-war movements. This 
was 1965...before it was popular to be against 
the Vietnam War. In the school paper | got 
into a debate with a GI in Vietnam. | was sat 
down and told that, because of my political 
philosophy and activities, | was hurting the 
chances of the disabled students who would 
come after me. | replied that the goal was 
to get the rights for the disabled [and for all 
people] to be complete and equal...and that 
included the right to be political. | would not 
surrender that, or any other, right. 


In the early 90s | and five other perfor- 
mance artists were targeted by Sen. Jesse 
Helms in what is commonly seen as the first 
battle of the cultural wars. This placed me in 
a great position to fight for our freedoms! 


And | always have projects that confront 
political suppression in very sneaky ways. For 
an example, in recent years | shepparded a 
project to test foods for GMO’s and to certify 
products as GMO or GMO-free. We had an 
independent testing lab and over 300 natural 
food stores in both the U. S. and Canada that 
would use the results in deciding what they 
would sell. We developed this project from our 
local consumer protest. In the end, the project 
threatened the corporate “natural”/”organic” 
food industry [the likes of Whole Foods] so 
much that they staged a hostile take-over to 
kill it. This is the kind of under-the-surface 
politics I’m into! 


Historically the goal of independent and 
third-party candidates is not to “win.” Re- 
alistically the process is rigged to prevent 
us from “winning.” The function of such a 
candidate as | is to introduce ideas, to induce 
change, to raise the bar. Within this context, 
my campaign is extremely effective. But on 
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the other hand, | JUST MAY WIN THIS SUCKER! 


Realistically it is impossible for any of 
us independent/third-party candidates to 
win...and for that matter candidates such as 
Edwards whom the mainstream media labels 
hopeless. It is not really about a lack of money. 


First of all a large number of states either 
out-right ban write-in candidates or make it 
virtually impossible to qualify to be a write-in 
candidate. These states throw out the entire 
ballot with a write-in on it. This disenfran- 
chises the voters in those states from the 
full choices. It freezes in place not only the 
2-party system...which is a product of evo- 
lution, not of the Constitution...but the two 
parties that happen to be the major parties 
at the present moment. This has to change 
before we will have a chance of winning. One 
effect of my campaign has been forcing sev- 
eral states to clean up their write-in processes. 


My platform is very similar to Nader's 
platform...breaking the control of the big 
corporations over almost every aspect of our 
society for example. Nader wasn’t running 
when | started two years ago. | have taken 
his policies to the next level. And as for The 
Greens...I’mM much sexier!

A performance can be built on a good 
title...like THE EROTIC CAMPAIGN...FEEL, 
TOUCH THE POSSIBILITIES.

ERIKA: 


We had our coffee and got ready to head 
out to the gig. The space was amazing, so 
cozy with great lighting a beautiful floor lots 
of pillows and all the band members we had 
not seen in a while came out of the woodwork, 
John the Baker, Lob, Steve from LA, Dr. O 
and Tomek!!!

When we got to the 8th St. Studios, most 
of the band was there hanging out in the 
lobby, Steve and Jen, Lob and his girlfriend, 
Dr. O, and Jen was there too ... and the 8th 
St. Studio was filing out, tons of people ... 
Everyone helped unload the cars, and then 
we realized that the previous group had gone 
and locked everything up! We waited for a 
bit, tried calling you guys, and then magically 
this older guy showed up and seemed to 
know that we needed to get in! He opened 
it up for us, and then you guys were there! 
And the performance set up began! What 
a beautiful space! First the ramboard went 
down, then the rugs, and quickly the space 
was transformed into a magical campaign 
stop, the Frank Moore for President campaign 
vinyls and banners interspersed with Mikee’s 
swirling erotic painted backdrops ... really 


neat! The xmas lights ... 


The band set up and started playing 
an amazing journey of music and sound that 
continued throughout the entire night, feeling 
like it rooted everything.

it felt really warm and close, really good. 
Jeremy from BNG and his girlfriend Bobby 
were there too... 


It felt like everyone who came was ready 
to just go with whatever ... open, willing to 
follow wherever this was going, which we 
didn’t know! It was fun Frank talking to Nick 
and David, the camera guys from British TV ... 
we were saying today that there is a feeling 
that everyone who comes into the space is au- 
tomatically together because we’re all going 
on the same journey together, following along 
... Frank having Kene-J come up and do a song 
was so great! It was neat that he came ... 
everything about the night felt like what folks 
were saying later about what a country under 
a Frank Moore presidency would be like ... like 
Lila, everyone together, everyone close, no 
competition, jealousy ... everything was really 
heartwarming .... John and Frank doing the 
ripping duet!! And then talking to all the band 
members, getting a sense of the long-term 
relationships that people have with Frank and 
us, a really deep sense of community, that 
it felt like everyone automatically was able 
to be part of by just being there. We really 
noticed later how a lot of people said, "Well, 
this is my first time ..." and it felt like they 
could sense that what Frank was doing was a 
long-term thing, something to be experienced 
over the long-term, and that they had a sense 
of this being just one part of a much longer 
experience of community on some level ...

new world ... and it only deepened as Lob’s 
girlfriend took over reading a longer speech 
of Frank’s, and the lights went out and the 
slides and strobes started while Frank, Linda, 
Erika and Jen played under the mind-altering 
combination of slides and bodies and music, 
and passionate vision for society!!! It is really 
hard to describe how it affects you taking all 
of that in... it comes in through so many 
openings at once, through the pores ... you 
feel like you are not thinking really in the 
usual way anymore, just soaking it up... it 
was amazing to see how everyone else there 
was having the same experience of it, and 
so inspired and magically altered by it ... 
transformed .... grounded by the music that

With Josef reading the short version of Frank’s 
speech, he slowly undressed Linda, Erika, me 
and Mikee. Excitement was building as to 
what was coming. That was such the tip of an 
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iceberg, | wish that couple had stayed to see 
all that happened next. The reading of the 
speech started out a little slow and fumbly 
but then became very impassioned by the 
end as it was really talking about us living 
our dreams in a real way and that is such a 
powerful thing - most people really deeply 
how much we need to do that. 


Then the lights went down and we got up 
to do the ritual.

DA BOYZ: 
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We were among the several first booths 
to arrive, but it wasn’t long before there was 
lots of activity in the park. We unloaded the 
truck, and got to setting up everything ... the 
last hurrah of the presidential season! The 
last festival of the year! We remembered that 
last year when we set up for How Berkeley 
Can You Be was the first time we did a festival 
set-up. It was fun setting up, as always, and 
a hustling race against time ... it always took 
the limit. Earlene arrived a little early, admir- 
ing the booth as we put the finishing touches 
on everything. It was so great that she would 
hold down the fort while we were in the pa- 
rade. She picked her shirt and put it on, and 
we went over the for sale stuff with her, and 
then soon we were heading down to Califor- 
nia St. to meet you guys in the parade line-up! 


There we were, closer to the front of the 
parade than last year, between the scantily 
clad dancing girls and the gay cheerleaders! 
Frank was getting set up, Mikee was putting 
the boombox on the top of the luvermobile to 
play the Frank Moore for President rock’n’roll 
jam and chant! We met Kit! We were all 
getting our bags set up with platforms and 
handouts, and doing some last minute stuffing 
so as to combine the two together to hand to 
folks ... And then we were going! 


A whirlwind! So much fun!! So many people, 
and it all went so fast! Handing out Frank’s 
platforms and the "write-in" handout like 
crazy, people knowing Frank, looking forward 
to seeing him pass by, calling out his name, 
calling out that they see his shows on BTV! 
Calling out, "Go, Frank!" Hands reaching out 
for platforms .... And then there was Frank, 
pressing the flesh! Stopping to touch and 
talk with people along the parade route, and 
then hustling on as the parade was moving so 
fast!

It really was only a brief respite, taking 
the FM4Prez vinyls off of the cars and getting 
unpacked, and heading over to our booth on 
the other side of the park, before the intensity 
of the parade continued at the booth. But 
first, there was Earlene in her Uncle Frankie 
tank, taking care of everything at the booth, 
enjoying herself, happy to see all of us, and 
really impressed with the whole Frank Moore 
for President get-up! Frank and Earlene took 
a great picture together, and soon she was 
on her way ... Corey set up the video cam- 
era, and the action began again ... Since 
the booth was placed right on the corner 
of a main entrance and exit part for people 
coming into the park, and since the booths 
were more tightly packed than the year be- 
fore, people were right up on the booth all day! 


We can only really begin to catalog the 
amazing interactions that happened at the 
booth ... First, there were tons more platforms 
and fliers handed out to people coming by, 
and often we would watch as folks walked 
away reading the platform, seeing that this 
here was a serious candidate! The booth 
really drew people in... it was beautiful, 
and of course the Frank Moore for President 
graphic was reality shifting! 


There was the self-proclaimed "right wing 
conservative" who came by while Frank, 
Linda, Mikee, Erika & Jen were out checking 
out the other booths, reading the platform 
and saying that he likes a lot of it, and that 
maybe he should start "Conservatives for 
Frank Moore"! And then coming back later 
to say hi, and when Frank asked him what 
he liked in the platform, he went through 


it in some detail! He liked cutting the mili- 
tary by at least half, he liked Frank’s ideas 
about registering as a "family" and how he 
approached the "marriage" issue. He said this 
would work for both sides, and that it was very 
smart. He liked Frank’s stance on patents 
and copyrights ... can’t remember all that he 
said! Then there was the amazing deep silent 
responses ... the woman who stood there 
listening to Linda reading Frank’s platform on 
the portable DVD player, totally absorbed ...

The guaranteed minimum income of $1,000 a 
month adjusted to the cost of living is meant 
to be a safety net rather than a replacement 
for work. | think most want to work...in an 
expanded concept of work. But to get a true 


feeling of what it would be like if you had to 
live on your minimum income, you have to 
crank in that you wouldn’t pay for health care, 
education, mass transit, etc. It all adds up. 
The combined minimum income couple...or a 
single parent with a child...would be $2,000 a 
month. This should provide a realistic basic 
living. This allows the single parent the option 
of being home doing the important work of 
raising a child. But free childcare provided 
by the universal free education system would 
open a whole host of new possibilities to the 
single parent. 


The minimum income would encourage 
people to form the cooperative communal 
family [of all kinds] groupings who pool their 
incomes together...using their minimum in- 
comes as a base to create more nourishing 
homes, to start and maintain small busi- 
nesses. These communal groupings will 
be much more financially stable, emotion- 
ally nourishing, and environmentally friendly 
than today’s common isolating model of living. 


It is all about caring and choice. If a se- 
nior wants to stay in her own home, the 
$1,000 a month will make that possible as 
will the home attendants provided by the 
healthcare system. This is also true if she 
wants to live with her family or in communal 
housing. This will actually be much cheaper 
than the scary mess we have now. The 
warehouse nursing home will be a thing of 
the past. Seniors will be an important, active 
element of every part of our society. We need 
everyone actively involved. We simply cannot 
afford on any level to warehouse portions of 
our population. It is a waste of potential! 


Some people have expressed concerns that 
the guaranteed minimum income would drain 
people’s productivity. They ask why people 
would work. What they are really asking is why 
people would work without the whip of fear 
of hunger and poverty. They never ask this 
about the rich or the corporations, only about 
the working class and the poor. In reality most 
people want to work, want to contribute, want 
to improve their lives. Hunger, poverty, and 
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fear drain productivity. If we are to survive, 
we need to end hunger, poverty, and fear. 


The guaranteed minimum income will tend 
to keep wages in general higher and working 
conditions safer and more worker-friendly. 
This was also true for welfare and was the 
true root of the capitalist opposition to welfare. 


The guaranteed minimum income will be 
very different from welfare. Everyone will 
get it. So there will be no stigma attached 
to getting it. There will be no red tape, no 
entrapping rules, no case workers drained of 
their humanity, and the rest of the demeaning 
rituals of enforced head-bowing associated 
with getting public assistance. The guaran- 
teed minimum income will be something you 
get as a citizen, something you can depend on. 


| get S.S.I., Med-cal, and money for a home at- 
tendant. People say they don’t mind the truly 
unfortunates who obviously can’t work getting 
welfare...but all of those lazy bums getting 
rich on welfare who could get a job...you know 
the line of thinking. Well, | am what they 
are picturing as the truly unfortunate. But in 
reality |can and do do many things. | can’t get 
a job, not because of my body, but because | 
would lose my S.S.I., Medi-Cal, and my money 
for a home attendant. This is an example of 
how the system is set up to not work and how 
the people get blamed for it not working. It 
is hard and scary living on so-called welfare. 
This is not true for me....at least not as much. 
I’m a punk, have built a support network of 
friends, doctors, etc. When | get a threat- 
ening letter [they are always threatening] 
informing me | must go to this certain doctor 
within two weeks to get a brain cat-scan [for 
which | would need to get knocked out] to 
prove | still have cerebral palsy or lose all my 
benefits, | with Linda can get on the phone 
and politely but firmly guide the over-worked 
case manager to turn the pages of my file 
to find the last yearly visit to check that a 
miracle hadn’t occurred. But most people in 
that position are much more vulnerable than | 
am. They are on their own, without a support 
network, etc. | don’t know how they survive. | 
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know Nancy, a college student with cerebral 
palsy in a wheelchair, needing assistance with 
feeding, drinking, going to the bathroom, etc. 
She is determined to live independently. But 
her S.S.I. check is barely livable small. Her 
attendant hours [at minimum wage] are less 
than half of what she really needs. So she 
has to wait for a drink of water. She wears a 
catheter although it causes infection [hence 
will probably shorten her life]. To add insult 
to injury, there is a threat that her needed 
supplies will be unclassified as medical equip- 
ment and will no longer be funded. Because 
most doctors and hospitals do not accept 
Medi-Cal patients [because of red tape, low 
payment, and insane rules], she has to travel 
hours to the county hospital to wait more 
hours to be seen. But she keeps on doing 
what she has to do in order to stay in the 
game of life rather than being stuck in an 
institution...which would cost us much more 
than keeping her out with us. Out here, we 
can hear her poetry, see her perform. Most 
people on public assistance do contribute to 
society. They raise families, do art and music, 
push for change, etc. 


The truth is the system is designed for 
failure, for easy scapegoats and decoys. As | 
am writing this, | see the governor of California 
is again threatening to cut S.S.I., Medi-Cal, 
home attendants, etc. Well, the web work of 
the guaranteed minimum income, a livable 
wage, the universal health care and the life- 
long education systems will be designed to 
work. And because everybody will be covered 
by this web work, this web work will be much 
harder to screw up! 


| will cut the military budget by at least 
half and use half of the savings to pay down 
the national debt. | will shrink the federal 
bureaucracy and again use half of the savings 
for this pay down. 


Basically the problem is not a lack of money, 
but what we have spent our money on...war, 
pork, waste, etc. It has been a standard trick 
to distract us with supposed waste, fraud, etc. 
in the social programs while milking us out of 


billions in military waste, corporate welfare, 
etc. 


Again, the minimum income of $1,000 a 
month for every citizen will give people 
money to spend, save, invest, or pool with 
others to create more effective financial 
communities which will open up a wide range 
of opportunities for the average person...to 
start small businesses, to stay on the family 
farm, to do art, to raise kids, etc. Free health 
care [which will include long-term care, home 
attendants, medicine, etc.], free life time 
education [including child care], free mass 
transit, etc. will in effect put more real money 
in the pocket of the average person. But more 
importantly the fear of the future will fade, 
releasing what is now horded away for old 
age, for when your health fails you, for your 
kid’s education...releasing the knot in your 
belly of knowing that no matter how much you 
manage to save [if any] it will not be enough.

My husband (Page) has signed on to 
too many hours, and annoyed me, just at the 
time of year when we need to get in more 
wood and all the root vegetables, put bales 
of hay around the house, grade the horse’s 
stall so it doesn’t flood in spring, etc, etc, 
etc. | need abdominal surgery and my back 
is a total wreck from all the damage I’ve 
done to it by falling off horses (mostly when 
| was akid), sol’m not as strong as | should be. 


| read some of your essay about a guar- 
anteed income, which | totally agree with. 
And | am grateful | don’t have cerebral palsy. 
My problems can either be solved by docs or 
kept in check by quality bodywork. But, as 
the partner of someone who deals with old 
people a lot (and as someone who has made 
her partner promise to put her in a nursing 
home rather than spend his life caring for her), 
| think people’s perceptions of nursing homes 
aren’t quite the entire picture. The reality is 
that my husband takes care of old, demented 
people who hit him and other staff, scream 
incessantly, pull out their IVs, demand con- 
stant attention, etc. They are like babies, but 
they are not babies; they are not appealing 
and they will not grow into cognitive beings. 
No one, including their families, would want 
to live with them and take care of them. Of 
course there are people in nursing homes 
who are not out of it and would probably do 
better in a family living environment, doing 
what they are able (we all want to feel useful, 
which is why emotionally healthy people don’t 
want to spend their lives watching TV), but 
there are also a lot of people whom | feel are 
best cared for by people who work in shifts! 
An example is my deceased father-in-law who 
actually moved in with his ex-wife and her 


satisifed the emotionally dysfunctional needs 
of my social worker sister-in-law to see her 
parents get back together (sick, sick, sick). My 
sister-in-law became his boss (inappropriate, 
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in my opinion) and he died hating her; we 
both thought he should have gone to the VA 
nursing home because he would not take any 
responsibility for himself. These issues remind 
me of dealing with people with serious mental 
health problems; | don’t think warehousing 
and drugging people is any solution, but we 
need safe, quiet, protected places for some 
people with caretakers who get decently 
educated and paid, and get breaks. 


Tell me what you think, and please put 
me on your email list. And I'll give up on 
the elector process if it’s okay, even though 
you have the best program of any candidate 
| am aware of. | heard the Libertarian guy, 
Nader, and McKinney on the radio giving 
their response to the Bags o’ Money for the 
Banksters, and McKinney gave the best, clear- 
est response. The Greens here annoy me no 
end (the apolitical party, Page calls them), but 
I’ll probably vote for McKinney. 


You have all my sympathy in dealing with 
SSI, Medi-Cal, etc. | am lucky to have Page, 
or | would be homeless and helpless with a 
skinny horse, two skinny dogs, and two skinny 
cats!

Arizona: 

Here we needed 10 registered voters in Ari- 
zona to be Frank’s presidential electors. We 
were not able to do this 1) because we had 
few contacts in Arizona, and 2) because the 
process involves each elector getting a form 
notarized, which makes it more challenging to 
get people. 


Colorado: 

Here by August 26, we needed 9 registered 
voters in Colorado to be Frank’s presidential 
electors. In this case, there was no notariza- 
tion of elector forms required, but because we 
have few close contacts in Colorado, it was 
challenging to get people. We were able to 
get one person in Colorado to be an elector 
for Frank. 


Connecticut: 

Here we still could qualify, with the help of 
7 registered CT voters willing to be electors, 
by October 21st. We have not been able to 
contact anyone in Connecticut who would do 
this. In this case, it would have involved each 
elector signing a simple form and sending it to 
us so that we could send them all in together 
to the Legislative & Elections Division. 


Florida 

Here, given more time, we may have been 
able to gather the people needed to qualify. 
All we needed were the names and addresses 
of 27 registered voters in Florida to complete 
our application, but it proved difficult to 
gather people in a state where we had few 
close contacts. 


Indiana 

This was a lesson for the campaign! The only 
reason we did not qualify in Indiana is because 
our paperwork was lost in the mail, and the 
deadline passed before we could re-send 
everything. After this experience, we have 
sent everything more securely, with delivery 
and signature confirmation. 


Kentucky 

Here we still could qualify, with the help of 
8 registered voters in Kentucky willing to be 
electors, by October 24th. Again, as in most 
cases where we did not qualify, we have not 
been able to contact anyone in Kentucky who 
would be willing to lend their name to this 
purpose. All we would need are the names 
and a $50 filing fee. 


Maine 

Here we still could qualify, with the help of 4 
registered voters, by October 30th. We have 
actually contacted several people willing to 
help us in Maine, but the combination of how 
close the deadline is, and how many hoops 
the individual electors have to go through 
has probably put Maine out of reach. Maine 
is one of a number of states that require 
that a number of the electors must come 
from different congressional districts in the 
state. In Maine, 1 elector must be from the 
lst Congressional District, 1 must be from 
the 2nd Congressional District, and 2 can be 
“at-large”. This is the first hoop. Then, each 
elector must not only fill out and get a form 
notarized, but they must take this same form 
to their local registrar of voters and have their 
registration officially verified. 


Massachusetts 

Here we were not able to make contact with 
anyone who would have been willing to be 
an elector for Frank, let alone go through 
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the prohibitive number of hoops required to 
qualify here. Even if Frank were a resident 
of Massachusetts, this process would be diffi- 
cult. Not only did we need to get the names, 
addresses and signatures of 12 registered 
Mass. voters on one form, but then 12 Elector 
Registration Certificates (1 for each of the 
12 presidential electors) had to be physically 
taken in by each elector to their local voter 
registrar’s office to be signed or stamped by 
the voter registrar certifying that the elector 
is a registered voter. 


Michigan 

We were very close in Michigan; we just ran 
out of time. A friend in Michigan was able 
to get us 8 registered voters’ names and 
addresses who were willing to be electors. 
We needed only 9 more to complete the 
paperwork for Michigan, but ran up on the 
early September deadline. 


Missouri 

We still could qualify in Missouri (we have 
until October 24th) but we have not been able 
to make any contacts in Missouri, and the 
process is prohibitive. The presidential and 
vice-presidential candidate’s forms have to 
be accompanied by 11 notarized “Declaration 
of Candidacy” forms for each of the Missouri 
electors. 9 of the electors must come one from 
each of Missouri’s 9 congressional districts, 
and 2 can be “at large”. Even if Frank lived in 
Missouri, this could be difficult to achieve. 


North Carolina 

North Carolina is the most difficult state to 
qualify as a write-in candidate for President. 
You have to collect 500 signatures of regis- 
tered voters, separated by county, deliver 
these signatures to the respective county 
boards of elections for verification (if they 
were collected from different counties), and 
then deliver the verified signatures to the 
State Board of Elections in Raleigh. So Frank 
took it on! A friend in Wilmington, N.C. was 
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able to get a little over 300 signatures before 
the deadline passed. This is a prohibitive 
process, and would have been completely un- 
thinkable for us were it not for the enthusiasm 
of a local N.C. friend. 


North Dakota 

Here we were not able to make contact with 
any residents. We needed only 3 registered 
voters in North Dakota to serve as presidential 
electors. Each of them would have had to 
fill out a form and have it notarized and then 
send it to us. 


Ohio 

We had support in Ohio, but were not able 
to get the 20 registered voters needed to 
serve as presidential electors for Frank. We 
needed names and addresses only, so this 
was not the issue. The challenge here, as in 
many states, was making the local contacts, 
and finding willing people. In Ohio, we could 
probably have done it with more time. We had 
5 electors before the deadline came up at the 
beginning of September. 


Tennessee 

Tennessee, like Missouri, Maine, Arizona and 
Virginia, is prohibitive for the write-in presiden- 
tial candidate because they require electors to 
be from different congressional districts in the 
state. In the case of Tennessee, we needed 
a list of 11 electors pledged to the candidate. 
The list had to include electors’ names and 
addresses. 9 of the electors have to be one 
from each of Tennessee’s 9 congressional dis- 
tricts, and 2 could have been "at large". The 
filing window for this information was between 
August 22 - September 15. We actually had 
several supporters contact Frank from Ten- 
nessee, but the above requirement was too 
challenging. The TN elections office actually 
suggested that for a Tennessee resident, it 
might actually be more worthwhile to get on 
the ballot as a presidential candidate then to 
try and qualify as a write-in candidate. To get 


on the ballot, you need to get 275 signatures, 
from anywhere in Tennessee. For us, either 
option was out of the realm of possibility. 


Texas 

Texas requires the presidential write-in candi- 
date to deliver forms for 34 registered voters 
serving as presidential electors. So we needed 
people! We were not able to make enough 
contacts in Texas to make this possible. They 
make this part of it fairly easy by making 
the form available to be filled out online and 
printed out. If we had been able to get the 
people, there was no notarization involved, so 
they would have just needed to fill out a form, 
sign it and send it to us. The impediment 
was getting in contact with Texas people and 
getting the word out in Texas. 


Virginia 

Here too our impediment was in reaching peo- 
ple in this state, and the prohibitive nature of 
the write-in candidate requirements. We did 
not have any contacts in Virginia. But again, 
even with a few contacts in Virginia, the pro- 
cess was prohibitive as it required a form list- 
ing the names of 13 Presidential Electors. 11 of 
the electors had to be one from each of the 11 
Congressional Districts in Virginia. The other 
two could have been “at large”. Again, even if 
Frank were in Virginia, this could have been a 
challenge.

Doesn’t matter where 
we are, he comes strolling up! He said he was 
researching 3-D movies without glasses ... he 
said he has been working on this for some 
time, and has actually put on holographic film 
shows around the area, in SF ... not in the 
East Bay yet ... We were telling him the latest, 
which he had been catching a lot of on the 
e-salon too. He thought it was great! 


In Amoeba, the guy behind the counter 
taking bags knew about Frank from watching 
him on BTV. He wanted a platform! 


We had Niman burgers at Bongo Burger, 
and then were on to the south Berkeley area. 
We had called Whole Foods to see if they 
carried maple sugar ... they were out of it in 
bulk, and didn’t have it packaged. When we 
got down to Shattuck, Alexi went into Eastern 
to pick up more staples, and Corey ran into 
Berkeley Bowl to see if they had maple sugar. 
Nothing! But there was a big poster board 
in Berkeley Bowl, so we headed there first 
and got some fliers up and hit the bathroom 

Then on our way out to hit some poles 
around the Bowl, these two guys walking past 
us noticed Alexi’s Frank Moore for Pres. shirt 
and exploded, "Hey, cool!!!" "Frank Moore for 
President, right on!!" We asked them how they 
knew about Frank, and one guy said, "Well 
we always watch his show on public access, 
and then so we checked him out online ... "

Frank Moore Email Interview 


In your early campaign address for the New 
York Foundation of the Arts you stated, “I am 
a real, serious candidate.” How do you intend 
to compete with the major contenders of the 
2008 election without comparable finances? 


Realistically/practically a write-in candidate 
can not “win” the presidency because the 
odds are stacked against such an indepen- 
dent candidate in various ways. The lack of 
money is the least of it. Almost half of the 
states either outright do not allow their people 
to write somebody in or make it virtually im- 
possible for somebody to become an officially 
sanctioned write-in candidate. You can’t “win” 
when half of the states are off limits to you 
no matter how much money you have. Add 
to this the freezing out of both independent 
and third-party candidates by the mainstream 
(and most of the “alternative”) media cover- 
age and so on, it becomes obvious “winning” 
is not a sane goal for someone in my posi- 
tion to have. Historically independent and 
third-party candidates have induced new 
possibilities, expanded our freedoms, and 
introduced fresh concepts into the society, 
which the mainstream then absorbs. The 
process is very similar to that of the artist in 
society. | have operated within the process 
of an artist in society focused on inducing 
change in society for 40 years. So I’m use 
to, and comfortable in, the process, operating 
with little/no money, getting the message [the 
dream/vision] out despite the blocks, getting 
things done in new ways, etc. This interview 
with you shows the campaign is working! The 


European mainstream press has given our 
Campaign serious respectful coverage. It now 
looks like we will qualify in most states where 
that is a possibility. That is amazing for a 
Campaign that has no money or an army of 
operatives! But the real fuel for me is seeing 
people fill up with hope when they read my 
platform. 


Obviously, the odds are not stacked in your 
favor this election. Why even run? 


Well, it gives me a powerful position to 
outline our dreams in a direct, clear, practi- 
cal way, thereby exposing who is blocking 
those dreams, and how and why they have 
been blocked. In the late 90’s Sen. Jesse 
Helms provided me a similar position when 
he targeted/blacklisted me and four other 
performance artists. When you are given such 
a position, | think it is your responsibility to 
take the ride, to fully use it to expand freedom 
for everyone. 


| never know when something appearing 
to be trivial will bloom into an important 
channel for change...be it a show, a magazine, 
a web station, a series, a political project, or 
whatever...which takes years to realize its 
potential. This has always been how my life 
has unfolded. This campaign started with 
a Three Stooges shirt! Mikee, one of the 5 
people who | live tribally with, had a Curly for 
President shirt. For Christmas two years ago 
they made me a Frank Moore for President 
shirt. Fun. But when | wore the shirt, people 
started seriously asking me what my platform 
was. So! wrote up a blueprint of how we can 
create the society we have been dreaming 
of. The platform was clear, direct, practical. 
When people read it...even people who at first 
thought it was an arty joke...changed right 
before our eyes, filling up with hope....saying 
things like “THIS WOULD WORK!” “FINALLY!” 
and “SO WHY DON’T WE HAVE THIS NOW?” 
Their reactions...and their deep seriousness 
and longings...placed on me the responsibility 


to put on a real campaign. This set up a feed 
back cycle, attracting European coverage, 
support of a wide range of people, opportuni- 
ties to address the issues in ways candidates 
rarely, if ever, do. | always follow openings! 
Who knows, we may even win this sucker! 
We have already forced a few states to refine 
their election procedures. 


Do you consider yourself a hippie? 


What do mean by “a hippie”? Define that, 
please. 
For about 40 years, | have lived trib- 


ally/communally. Now the 6 of us live together 
in two houses [one of which we built] on a 
street in Berkeley with 4 cats. Linda and | 
have been together for over 35 years. Michael 
has been with us for 20 years...as have Corey 
and Alexi. Erika joined us 6 years ago. We 
live as a tribal body. This tells you that | 
will expand concepts such as a family and 
family values. My relationships have always 
been what | am about. So we put our personal 
relationships and one another first. This opens 
up possibilities and expands our ability to use 
opportunities. 


In her essay “Hookergate’ II” your running 
mate Dr. Susan M. Block writes that war is 
“porn for journalists.” Quite obviously her 
open sexuality has political motivations. Upon 
visiting her “Bloggamy”, however, my first 
impression was that it was about a step away 
from a porno site. The American public has 
a long history of lambasting open sexuality 
whilest consuming it privately. How closely 
does sexual freedom tie into your platform? 


Both Suzy and | use sex in our art, our 
work, and our lives as a tool for political 
and cultural change...among other things! 
When you talk about sexual freedom, what 
you are really talking about is personal free- 
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dom...which is basic to my political philosophy. 


During the Helms’ attack on artists...which 
is generally considered the first battle in The 
Cultural Wars...it was always framed in terms 
of sex. But in reality all of us targeted artists 
were doing politically motivated art from 
suppressed groups [gays, women, etc.]. The 
real aim of the attack was to kill this political 
art. 


Suzy and | don’t hide in closets! Funny, 
sex rarely has come up in the campaign...and 
when it does come up, it is positive! This 
speak volumes about this 

campaign! 


Supposing you actually became the President 
of the United States of America, how do you 
think congress would react to your extensive 
cuts in the military budget? How would you 
convince them to support a 50 % military 
budget cut? 


Well, as the commander in chief, | wouldn’t 
spend what they budgeted! But to answer 
the core of your question...true, I’d be facing 
a congress full of people in both of the parties 
who are still operating in the old limiting 
boxes. However the fact that | had gotten into 
The White House would mean the people are 
tired of wasting money on a bloated, wasteful 
military designed for an era that has long 
passed, a military that is used primarily to 
promote the corporate interest, rather than 
the real national interest. | will work directly 
with the people to “convince” Congress to 
invest the money into rebuilding our society 
rather than in insanity. 


With a weakened military, how will America 
defend itself? 


First a smaller military is not a weakened 
military. Our bloated military is out of date 
by at least 40 years in terms of the actual 


296 


kinds of threats we are or may be in the future 
facing. This has been true since World War 
Two. In the real world that we live in, we need 
a much smaller, more flexible military, based 
primarily in this country. | would cut the pork 
and the waste out of the military. 


To answer the question of how will Amer- 
ica defend itself, you first need to define what 
we are defending ourselves from. Our military 
couldn’t defend against 9/11. Good police 
work could have. 


How would you deal with another attack such 
as 9/11? 


You need a lot more details about such 
an attack to responsibly answer this question. 
| would not give up our freedoms and our 
principles for a myth of security. | wouldn’t 
invade a third country that had nothing to 
do with the attack. | wouldn’t wage a war 
of which the goals can’t be explained, a war 
which has taken thousands of lives, left us 
much more vulnerable in various ways, left 
us in debt billions upon billions to China and 
Japan, placing our financial/economical future 
at risk. 


If we remove our forces from Irag, what do 
you see in its near future? Do you feel they 
need our military support to maintain at least 
some semblance of stability in such a volatile 
region? 


Funny, they asked the same question about 
Viet Nam. The fact is we need to withdraw. 
Whenever we do, there will be a chaotic 
period. That is no reason to put our leaving 
off. We should work through the U.N. to ease 
this period. But to put off our leaving would 
like putting off getting out of a failed/violent 
marriage just to avoid the admitting of the 
ugly reality. 


You propose a 75 % flat tax for all businesses 
with earnings over 5 million dollars. This is 
certainly not appealing to larger corporations. 
What would you do to prevent the flight of cor- 
porations (and their money) from the United 
States? 


Let me be clear. One of my main aims is 
the breaking up of the big corporations and 
their negative distorting influence and control 
over every aspect of our society. We have to 
break the addiction of going after obscenely 
huge profits. This addiction is the root cause 
of most of the problems we face today. | will 
go after the greed culture. 


So the tax is only one aspect one of my 
platform aimed at the corporations! 


Where are the corporations moving to? 
China? Don’t think so! Europe has similar 
taxes. It hard to see the corporations moving 
from the U.S., especially if to sell their prod- 
ucts in this country they will have to certify 
that their products were manufactured in 
accordance with this country’s labor, wage, 
environmental, and safety laws ... that they 
meet or exceed these ... no matter where 
they were produced. 


Your health care plan seeks to eliminate 
private monopolies of new drugs and health 
products. These monopolies provide the 
current private health care providers with the 
wealth and resources to invest vast quantities 
of money into further product development 
and enable them to pay professionals much 
more than they are paid in other countries 
for their drug development knowledge and 
expertise. How would you keep incentive for 
a strong product development strong in the 
switchover from private to public healthcare? 


Today, because of those monopolies, we 
pay much more for drugs and have less ac- 


cess to drugs than most Western nations. The 
drug companies are searching for what will 
generate the largest profits, and that dictates 
the research. This means many problems that 
are deemed unprofitable are left unexplored. 
Under my policies, companies that develop 
drugs based on research done at universities, 
government labs or other public institutions 
will pay royalities to those public institutions, 
thereby making future research possible. 


Franklin D. Roosevelt hid his disability from 
the American public. Do you think that the 
American public will see your paralysis as a 
weakness or as strength? 


Well, first | am spastic, not paralyzed. | 
move, dance! That said...most people see 
that I’m somebody who gets things done, 
no matter what...using my body as an asset. 
So they see me as a strong person. | have 
always been dumb to what is impossible. So 
| just figure how to do the “impossible.” | 
have been doing this all my life! |am 61. | 
was born with cerebral palsy. | communicate 
using a laser-pointer and a board of letters, 
numbers and commonly-used words. But | am 
a host of a popular public access TALK show. 
Go figure it! So now | am setting my sights, 
as president, on eliminating poverty, hunger, 
war, etc. Impossible, eh? 


When | was born, doctors told my parents 
that | had no intelligence, that | had no future, 
that | would be best put into an institution and 
be forgotten. This was a powerful expectation 
with all the force of western science and 
medicine as well as social influences, behind 
it. It would have been easy for my parents to 
be swept up into this expectation. Then that 
expectation would have created my reality. | 
would have long ago died without any other 
possibilities. 


Instead, my parents rejected this expecta- 
tion for the possibility they saw in my eyes, 
for what for them should have been true. This 
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rejection of the cultural expectation of reality 
could not be a one time choice. They had to 
passionately live their choice everyday, every 
minute, or the cultural expectation would have 
sucked them and me into it. It fought them 
at every new possibility they opened to me. 
Their passionate commitment to how they 
thought things should be attracted people to 
me who kept opening new possibilities for me. 
Of course, these were in the minority. But | 
focused on them, making them how people 
should be, how | wanted to be. So | expected 
people and myself to be like that. So people 
were for the most part that way...at least | 
saw them that way. This opened up to me 
what is called luck. It also gave me the abil- 
ity to trust and the ability to use opportunities. 


So the struggle for freedom, and against 
the powers-that-be has been my life. And it 
has been a continuous struggle, struggling 
with schools to let me in, etc. | have always 
been a radical. But that became obvious 
when I| was 18 and invented my head pointer 
with which | type and communicate...| started 
writing political columns for the high school 
paper...as well as putting out an underground 
paper. | was in the first special class placed 
on a regular high school campus so that the 
disabled students could be in regular classes 
and be a part of campus life. | was involved in 
the civil rights and anti-war movements. This 
was 1965...before it was popular to be against 
the Vietnam War. In the school paper | got 
into a debate with a GI in Vietnam. | was sat 
down and told that, because of my political 
philosophy and activities, | was hurting the 
chances of the disabled students who would 
come after me. | replied that the goal was 
to get the rights for the disabled [and for all 
people] to be complete and equal...and that 
included the right to be political. | would not 
surrender that, or any other, right. 


Most of your views and actions do not 
quite...coincide with the conservative republi- 
can political stances most Americans choose 
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to align themselves with. Do you have any 
plan to convince these voters that they should 
vote for you? 


Hey! Ain’t | doing that now? | never sell 
people short...or sell them out! If they read 
my platform, they can see if it is what they 
desire!

Included in the envelope were three other 
things: 


1) a blank "Written Request By Write-In

in to them. It has a space for the name of 
the Vice-Presidential candidate, and says to 
print name and state of residence. It does 
not say anything about the vice-presidential 
candidate needing to be from a different state. 


2) a print-out from the Minnesota Office 
of the Secretary of State website - 
http://www.sos.state.mn.us/templates/printer 
_version.asp?page=899 


It is titled: "Presidential Ballot Access and 
Election Process" 


We have read through this description of the 
qualifications and process for a candidate for 
President, and it makes no mention of the can- 
didates for president and vice-president need- 
ing to be from different states. In fact, there 
are other links on this page, including one that 
says: "2008 Presidential Ballot Access Q &A". 
http://www.sos.state.mn.us/docs/presidential 
_ballot access qa _2008gp.pdf 

This also does not make any mention of this 
requirement. 


The "Presidential Ballot Access and Elec- 
tion Process" page lists the qualifications 
for President, and cites the Constitution: "A 
person must be a natural born citizen of the 


United States, be at least 35 years of age, and 
have been a resident of the United States for 
at least 14 years to be qualified to be President 
of the United States. (The Constitution of the 
United States of America, Article Il, Section 
1)" 


3) a glossy printed brochure from the Office of 
the Secretary of State, State of Minnesota. 
Inside, there is a section outlined in pen, under 
"Qualifications for Partisan Offices Elected in 
2008:" 


"President and Vice President: Candidate 
must be a natural born citizen, at least 35- 
years-old and a resident of the United States 
for 14 years. Candidates for president and 
vice president must be residents of different 
states." 


It does not cite the Constitution here. 


so we asked richard winger, the nation’s 
leading expert on ballot access, who has been 
helping us, what gives! 


richard answered: 


"This is outrageous. Many people mistak- 
enly think the US Constitution requires the 
president and vice-president to be from differ- 
ent states. They are wrong. The Constitution 
only says that electors from one state cannot 
vote for both president and vice-president 
for people who are from THAT STATE. Fur- 
thermore, the 12th Amendment says "The 
Electors shall meet in their respective states, 
and vote by ballot for President and Vice Pres- 
ident, one of whom, at least, shall not be an 
inhabitant of the same state with themselves. 
Furthermore, in 2004, a Democratic elector 
from Minnesota did vote for someone for both 
president and vice-president from the same 
state. One elector voted for John Edwards for 
both president and for vice-president. Please 
get me a copy of the Minnesota letter. | will 
denounce it!" 


he and corey talked throughout the weekend. 
Richard advised us to call first thing Monday 


morning and talk to the woman who wrote the 
rejection letter from the MN Elections Division. 
over the weekend richard posted this on his 
site, http://www.ballot-access.org/2008/10/: 


Minnesota Secretary of State Rejects Pres- 
idential Write-in Filing for Frank Moore 
October 25th, 2008 


Frank Moore is a write-in presidential can- 
didate, who has been diligently attempting 
to file for declared write-in status in as many 
states as possible. He is likely to succeed in 
25 states, which will probably be a record. 
However, on October 17, the Minnesota Elec- 
tions Division rejected his write-in filing on 
12th Amendment Grounds. The Minnesota 
Elections Division seems to not understand 
the 12th Amendment. 


The letter says, “Dear Mr. Moore, thank 
you for submitting the document, Written 
Request by Write-in Candidates for Federal 
and State Office. Your document has been 
rejected because, for the Office of President 
and Vice President, the candidates must be 
residents of different states.” 


This letter is mistaken for two completely 
separate reasons: (1) The 12th Amendment 
to the U.S. Constitution does not require pres- 
idential and vice-presidential candidates to 
reside in different states. The only restriction 
is that if a presidential and vice-presidential 
candidate do both live in the same state, they 
can’t both receive electoral votes from THAT 
state; (2) Even setting that point aside, the 
residence of the candidate for president and 
vice-president is only material in December 
of the election year, when the electors meet 
and vote. To illustrate, in 2000, Dick Cheney 
and George W. Bush both lived in Texas when 
they were nominated. After being nominated, 
Cheney changed his voter registration from 
Texas to Wyoming, so that both he and Bush 
would be able to receive the Texas electoral 
votes. 


Ironically, in 2004 a Minnesota elector did 
vote for someone for president, and someone 
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for vice-president, who lived in the same state, 
the state of North Carolina. One Democratic 
elector, for reasons unknown, voted for John 
Edwards for both president and for vice- 
president. Congress counted that electoral 
vote. 


Another point is that Minnesota in the past 
has placed teams of presidential and vice- 
presidential candidates on the November 
ballot, even though both individuals lived in 
the same state. The Socialist Workers Party 
ticket consisted of a New Yorker for president, 
and a New Yorker for vice-president, in 1968, 
and that team appeared on the Minnesota 
ballot. In 1968, a New York challenge was 
filed against the SWP ticket on the grounds 
that both lived in that state, but the challenge 
was defeated. The case was Application of 
Horowitz, 294 NYS 2d 69, affirmed, 294 NYS 
2d 988. 


this generated outraged calls other than 
corey’s to mn. so when corey called mn early 
monday morning, the groundwork had been 
laid. after consulting with their own legal 
staff, mn reversed itself, admitting it was 
a mistaken interpretation! suzy and i are 
now qualitified in mn! it is amazing that our 
Campaign has forced a few states to change 
their election policies!

I'll do away with welfare and social secu- 
rity. Instead, every American will receive a 
minimum income of $1,000 a month. This 
amount will be tied to the cost of living and 
will not be taxable.

We will have universal prenatal-to-the-grave 
health care and universal free life-long ed- 
ucation with equal access.

| will forgive the loans to the so-called 
third-world countries over the original princi- 
ple. 


How will | pay for all of these new programs? 


I'll do away with all tax deductions for 
over $12,000 income. Instead, there will be 
a flat tax of 10 % on annual income of less 
than one million dollars for an individual and 
less than five million dollars for a corporation. 
But the flat tax will jump to 75 % on annual 
income exceeding these limits. An individual 
taxpayer will be able to direct her taxes to 
what functions she wants to support. But 
corporate taxpayers should not have this 
option. 


I’ll cut the military budget by at least half. 


| will reduce the federal government while 
raising services to the people by getting rid 
of welfare, social security, the so-called war 
on drugs, etc., and by the cuts in the military, 
the I.R.S., prisons, etc. The Department of 
Homeland Fear... | mean Security...has been 
a disaster, a con job on a massive scale. | will 
junk it. 


Community-based health services will cre- 
ate jobs, and increase quality of life for 


patients and the community itself, especially 
the elderly. It will be more effective, more 
humane, and cheaper. 


Preventative medicine will cut costs. School 
meals should be part of the health system. 
Growing food in schools, and healthy meals 
in schools will cut medical costs and improve 
kids’ performance in school. This will also 
make schools more a part of their commu- 
nities, increasing the overall health of the 
communities. 


Today, because of monopolies, we pay 
much more for drugs and have less access 
to drugs than most Western nations. The 
drug companies are searching for what will 
generate the largest profits, and that dictates 
the research. This means many problems that 
are deemed unprofitable are left unexplored. 
With profit/greed no longer the driving force 
in the health care system, medicine and 
coverage for the so called “non-profitable” 
diseases and services would be better funded 
and much improved. There will be much more 
funding available for things like primary care, 
immunizations, basic health care ... things for 
the public good. 


We will use half of the money we will save 
by cutting the military budget to pay down 
the national debt. | will shrink the federal 
bureaucracy and again use half of the savings 
for this pay down. | will reduce the pollution 
caused by obscene corporate profits. 


Basically the problem is not a lack of money, 
but what we have spent our money on...war, 
pork, waste, etc. It has been a standard trick 
to distract us with supposed waste, fraud, etc. 
in the social programs while milking us out of 
billions in military waste, corporate welfare, 
etc. 


On the bailout, let me get this straight...we 
are bailing out these companies to the tune of 
$700 billion because they are "too big to allow 
them to fail because if they failed, the whole 
global economy will crumble!" If this is true, if 
the global economy is that fragile, we are in 


deep shit. A bail out will not get us out of this 
deep shit. | would down size these companies 
to more sane sizes...| would break them up. | 
would make the selling of debt illegal. | would 
set an interest rate ceiling of 5 % on all loans. 
| would bring back pre-Reagan regulations on 
banks, etc. If | were going to bail out these 
companies, they would have to provide full 
and free medical coverage to every American 
for 25 years! 


Again, the selling/buying of debt should 
be illegal. Moreover, there should be a 
maximum interest rate of 10 percent on the 
Original principle over the life time of a loan. 


Royalties from medicines and devices that 
were developed in public universities or by the 
government will be returned to the public by 
way of funding the health care system. So the 
public will see a return on their investment in 
these public institutions. These funds could 
also help the education system | propose. 
All patents and copyrights will expire in 20 
years. Inventions, products, etc. which are 
developed with governmental money and/or 
public institutions can not be patented. 


It is to get back to common wealth rather 
than wealth, to induce the break up of the 
big corporations, to bring back the control 
of our society to us the people, to turn away 
from greed and distorting huge profits, and 
shift the burden of paying for our common 
good to those who have the ability to pay. 
All of this will open up a great wealth of new 
opportunities for everybody. 


Frankly, most of "the rich" make out very 
well under my plan. In your personal life, do 
you know anybody making a million dollars 
a year? | don’t. But | would call that person 
RICH. and that person would pay at the 10 % 
tax rate. Not bad! The rich...like everybody 
else...will get $12,000 tax-free each year, free 
health-care and education, etc. Businesses 
won't have to provide health-care or pensions 
to their workers. Yep, the rich will do quite 
well. and the wealth junkies can still make as 
much money as they want. They will keep 25 
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%! 


All businesses selling their products in the 
U.S. will have to certify that their products 
were manufactured in accordance with this 
country’s labor, wage, environmental, and 
safety laws... that they meet or exceed these 

. no matter where they were produced. This 
would curb people’s desire to come to this 
country for a better life. It would also remove 
the corporations’ motivation for draining jobs 
from this country. Businesses would pay 
non-citizen workers at least the minimum 
wage which would be tied to the cost of liv- 
ing. Businesses that hire non-citizen workers 
would pay a tax to cover the additional costs 
to our educational and health systems. This 
tax couldn’t be taken out of the wages of the 
workers. 


Guaranteed Minimum Income, an expanded 
view 


The guaranteed minimum income is meant 
to be a safety net rather than a replacement 
of work. | think most want to work...in an 
expanded concept of work. But to get a true 
feeling of what it would be like if you had to 
live on your minimum income, you have to 
crank in that you wouldn’t pay for health care, 
education, mass transit, etc. It all adds up. 
The combined minimum income couple...or a 
single parent with a child...would be $2,000 a 
month. This should provide a realistic basic 
living. This allows the single parent the option 
of being home doing the important work of 
raising a child. But free childcare provided 
by the universal free education system would 
open a whole host of new possibilities to the 
single parent. 


The minimum income would encourage 
people to form the cooperative communal 
family [of all kinds] groupings who pool their 
incomes together...using their minimum in- 
comes as a base to create more nourishing 
homes, to start and maintain small busi- 
nesses. These communal groupings will 
be much more financially stable, emotion- 
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ally nourishing, and environmentally friendly 
than today’s common isolating model of living. 


It is all about caring and choice. If a se- 
nior wants to stay in her own home, the 
$1,000 a month will make that possible as will 
the home attendants provided by the health 
care system. This is also true if she wants to 
live with her family or in communal housing. 
This will actually be much cheaper than the 
scary mess we have now. The warehouse 
nursing home will be a thing of the past. Se- 
niors will be an important, active element of 
every part of our society. We need everyone 
actively involved. We simply cannot afford 
on any level to warehouse portions of our 
population. It is a waste of potential! 


Some people have expressed concerns that 
the guaranteed minimum income would drain 
people’s productivity. They ask why people 
would work. What they are really asking is why 
people would work without the whip of fear 
of hunger and poverty. They never ask this 
about the rich or the corporations, only about 
the working class and the poor. In reality most 
people want to work, want to contribute, want 
to improve their lives. Hunger, poverty, and 
fear drain productivity. If we are to survive, 
we need to end hunger, poverty, and fear. 


The guaranteed minimum income will tend 
to keep wages in general higher and working 
conditions safer and more worker-friendly. 
This was also true for welfare and was the 
true root of the capitalist opposition to welfare. 


The guaranteed minimum income will be 
very different from welfare. Everyone will 
get it. So there will be no stigma attached 
to getting it. There will be no red tape, no 
entrapping rules, no case workers drained of 
their humanity, and the rest of the demeaning 
rituals of enforced head-bowing associated 
with getting public assistance. The guaran- 
teed minimum income will be something you 
get as a citizen, something you can depend 
on.

Hopefully this isn’t the only "we won" e-mail 
that many of us will receive in the next 24 
hours. 

But on this Election Day, we are thrilled to an- 
nounce that the FCC (Federal Communications 
Commission) voted unanimously this morning 
to open vacant television channel spectrum 
(the "white spaces") to unlicensed use, which 
support the development of broadband and 
wireless technologies to increase speed and 
deliver access to rural and urban low-income 
communities poorly serviced by commercial 
providers. This is a big win! There was a 
furious attempt by the television broadcasters 
and their lobbying group (the NAB) to delay 
and/or scuttle this vote.Thank you everyone 
for your e-mails and calls.

Blue House wrote: 

A woman from Santa Cruz called today to 
let us Know that her husband, who has been 
working as an elections volunteer for the 
Santa Cruz County Clerk, was given a doc- 
ument meant to instruct them as to how to 
identify and count write-in votes in Santa 
Cruz County. He was surprised to see the 
instructions, which were new to him, that said 
that in order for a write-in vote for President 
to be counted, the names of the presidential 
and vice-presidential candidates must be writ- 
ten there. He had not seen this before, and 
believed it to be wrong. This is the document:

df He questioned the county registrar about 
this, and she told him that it came from the 
elections code. He looked up the code she 
referred him to, and did not see anything in 
it which would require this, so he kept on her 
about it ... When last he saw her, the day 
before the election, she had told him that she 
was going to look into what other counties are 
doing ... she could not explain where they had 
gotten this instruction from. 


He and his wife both said that there were 
no notices to voters of this at the polls, nor 
in the election materials that were mailed 
to Santa Cruz county residents. Moreover, it 
turns out that it is not legally defensible under 
California elections law. 


Richard Winger cited a court case from 
1961 to back this up: Muir v. Steinberg 
197C.A.2d264 . At the end of the ruling, on 
pg. 271, it refers to the intention of the voter 
being primary in counting write-in votes in 
California. He also said that this emphasis 
on the intention of the voter is true for most 
states. He has contacted the Secretary of 
State’s office about this, but has not been 
called back. Richard said that for the following 
reasons, this requirement for counting write-in 
votes for President is in error ... 


In the case of write-in voting for President, 
the voter is actually voting for a slate of 
Presidential electors pledged to a particular 
candidate. So if the voter writes-in the name 
of the Presidential candidate, but leaves out 
the name of the v.p., the intention is crystal 
clear: the voter wants those electors that are 
pledged to that candidate. The name of the 
v.p. iS unimportant. Second, Richard said 
that in many California counties, the space 
allowed for writing-in is small enough to deter 
people from writing in the v.p. candidate’s 


name in addition to the presidential candidate. 


And thirdly, there is the fact that Santa Cruz 
County has not required this before, and 
it does not appear to have originated as a 
mandate from the Secretary of State. 


Richard gave me several numbers to try 
at the Secretary of State’s office and Elections 


office, and | left three messages at lunch ... 


by the end of the day, there was a call back 
from the head of the Secretary of State’s 
legal department, wanting the court case and 


citation number | referred to in my message. 
At that time, | didn’t have a number to cite. 


Richard looked it up for me, and | called back 
this afternoon and left a second message with 
that information!

One of the significant achievements of 
the Frank Moore for President campaign was 
to research and catalog the requirements 
for qualifying as a write-in candidate for 
President in each of the 50 states. See 
http://writein2008.blogspot.com/ This proved 
to be a long and sometimes challenging 
task, and in the process the campaign not 
only forced several states’ elections divisions 
to clarify and refine their procedures, but 
in some cases, challenged the legality of 
elections procedures, and in other cases both 
challenged and changed those procedures 
both before and after the election. In states 


such as Vermont, Rhode Island, New Mexico, 
Nebraska and others, the campaign had the 
effect of familiarizing elections officers with 
their own procedures, which they did not know 
before the campaign contacted them. 


In Arkansas, the campaign challenged the 
Elections Department’s stand that "Write-in 
candidates are not allowed in presidential, 
municipal, or primary elections." With the 
invaluable help of Richard Winger of Ballot 
Access News, the campaign talked with Tim 
Humphries, the legal counsel for the Arkansas 
Secretary of State’s office, pointing out that 
there is no basis in Arkansas election code for 
a prohibition of write-in candidates for Pres- 
ident, and that in fact the state of Arkansas 
had allowed write-in candidates for President 
in 1972 and 1976. In the end, this served only 
as a challenge ... Humphries would not admit 
that there were significant inconsistencies, 
and did not even realize that Arkansas was 
in a very small minority of states that do not 
allow write-in candidates for President. An 
article about this challenge is located here:

In Pennsylvania, the campaign got an elec- 
tions official to admit that Pennsylvania’s 
system is "archaic and not good". He said that 
there should be some kind of pre-certification 
of write-in candidates like those that operate 
in other states, so that the county and state 
elections boards are all on the same page as 
to who the write-in candidates are, who to 
count votes for, etc. He said that if PA were 
to actually follow their own elections code 
which states that in order for a write-in vote 
for president to count, the candidate’s 21 
presidential electors must be written in (and 
not the candidate’s name), it could be legally 
challenged, and the challenger would easily 
win the case. 


In Wyoming, the campaign began corre- 
spondence with Kelly Dagostino from the 
Wyoming Secretary of State’s Elections office 
to find out what a write-in candidate needed 
to do in Wyoming. As we talked back and forth, 


she began to realize that what she thought we 
were asking about was not really it, and that 
she actually did not know what the procedure 
was for a write-in candidate for President in 
Wyoming, a candidate outside of the major 
parties, without the money it would take to 
get enough signatures in the state to get on 
the ballot ... to simply be a write-in candidate 
and have his/her votes counted. She said, 
"What does this say about our country, and 
this democracy" that she didn’t know how 
this can work in Wyoming, that they were not 
set up for a candidate outside of the political 
machines ... she should be the person to 
know, if anyone knew. She said, "But | am 
going to find out! And I’m going to call you!" 
In the end, the elections office in Wyoming 
refined and clarified their procedure through 
this correspondence, and it is noted here: 
http://writein2008.blogspot.com/search/I- 
abel/Wyoming 


With regard to Utah, it was Richard Winger 
who alerted us that the information we were 
receiving from the Utah Elections Dept. might 
be incorrect. We had ruled out trying to qualify 
in Utah because we were told by the Elec- 
tions Dept., several times over the course of 
months, that a write-in candidate for President 
had to come to Utah in person and pay $500 
in order to qualify. With persistence, we were 
able to get to Mark Thomas in the Office of the 
Lieutenant Governor, who was surprised to 
learn of the information we had been getting 
from their Elections Office. He would have to 
make sure that they knew the correct process. 
Filing for write-in candidacy for President was 
a much simpler process, only requiring a form 
and a follow-up questionnaire by phone. 


As the election approached, on October 
24th Frank received a rejection letter from 
the Elections Division of the Office of the 
Minnesota Secretary of State. His filing for 
write-in candidacy had been received in early 
July, but they were only now writing to let 
him know that they had rejected it. The 
letter said: “Your document has been rejected 
because, for the office of President and Vice 
President, the candidates must be residents 
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of different states.” Again, with the help of 
Richard Winger, the campaign challenged 
this rejection, and won! The Minnesota Elec- 
tions Division consulted their legal counsel, 
and had to admit that the rejection was 
in error, and that Frank would be officially 
qualified as a write-in candidate for Presi- 
dent in Minnesota.

Several days after the election, Frank re- 
ceived a call from a woman in Santa Cruz 
informing the campaign of a vote-counting 
practice by the Santa Cruz County Clerk which 
would exclude write-in votes cast for President 
where the vice-president’s name was not also 
written in. This was not only a change in 
the way Santa Cruz county counted write-in 
votes for President, but went against the 
“voter’s intent” legal precedent already set in 
California and in most other states. The cam- 
paign consulted Richard Winger, and again 
challenged this procedure both with the Santa 
Cruz County Clerk and with the California 
Secretary of State. Due to this challenge, and 
the pressure put on the Santa Cruz County 
Clerk’s office by other interested parties, in- 
cluding supporters of Ron Paul (who was also 
one of the four certified write-in candidates 
for President in CA) the Secretary of State’s 
office confirmed that they would continue 
to count write-in votes for President where 
only the name of the presidential candidate 
was written in!

Alabama has already put up all its 
write-ins on its election web page. Most coun- 
ties didn’t bother to report any. Pennsylvania 
says it will put up its write-ins on its webpage 
soon. But 18 counties, including Philadelphia, 
didn’t bother to count or tally any. The state 
combed thru the reports from the counties 
and arbitrarily decided to canvass those for 
Hillary Clinton, Ron Paul, and Chuck Baldwin. 
Cynthia McKinney was not included. But most 
of the counties probably reported all their 
write-ins, so it’s possible Frank will be listed. 


Traditionally, lowa, New Jersey, Rhode Is- 
land, and Vermont, never release any write-in 
information. No one pressures those 4 states 
to do so because their ballot access laws 
are very easy and virtually anyone with any 
Campaign always gets on in those 4. But this 
year Vermont elections department did me a 
favor and did tally Cynthia McKinney’s write- 
ins. She got 66. It was the first time Vermont 
Secretary of State had ever tallied write-ins 
for any particular presidential candidate in 
November. 


Idaho and Wisconsin did have write-in decla- 
rations of candidacy and have always been 
good about reporting the write-ins for those 
who filed the declaration. | haven’t checked 


with those two states, out of sheer laziness. 
Nader write-ins were reported by Idaho in 
both 2000 and 2004. This year he finally got 
on the Idaho ballot. Did Frank file in those 2 
states? 


Oregon, Alaska, Washington, and D.C. won’t 
provide a tally, even though all 4 places have 
a declaration of write-in. | am hoping that 
Oliver Hall will sue D.C. on behalf of Barr and 
Baldwin. That is the obvious place to sue 
since a D.C. court ruled in 1974 that such 
write-ins must be tallied.

Today the House unveiled its healthcare 
reform package. And the news is all bad. 
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The Kucinich Amendment, which would 
give the states a clear path for enacting their 
own single-payer legislation, was stripped 
from the bill.

We have read through this description 
of the qualifications and process for a 
candidate for President, and it makes 
no mention of the candidates for 
president and vice-president need- 
ing to be from different states.

Presidential Ballot Access Q @&A".

The "Presidential Ballot Access and 
Election Process" page lists the qual- 
ifications for President, and cites the 
Constitution: "A person must be a nat- 
ural born citizen of the United States, 
be at least 35 years of age, and have 
been a resident of the United States 
for at least 14 years to be qualified 
to be President of the United States. 
(The Constitution of the United States 
of America, Article Il, Section 1)" 


3) a glossy printed brochure from 
the Office of the Secretary of State, 
State of Minnesota. 

Inside, there is a section outlined in 
pen, under "Qualifications for Partisan 
Offices Elected in 2008:" 


"President and Vice President: Candi- 
date must be a natural born citizen, 
at least 35-years-old and a resident of 
the United States for 14 years. Candi- 
dates for president and vice president 
must be residents of different states." 


It does not cite the Constitution 
here. 


so we asked richard winger, the nation’s 
leading expert on ballot access, who has been 
helping us, what gives! 


richard answered: 


"This is outrageous. Many peo- 
ple mistakenly think the US Constitu- 
tion requires the president and vice- 
president to be from different states. 
They are wrong. The Constitution only 
says that electors from one state can- 
not vote for both president and vice- 
president for people who are from 
THAT STATE. Furthermore, the 12th 
Amendment says "The Electors shall 
meet in their respective states, and 
vote by ballot for President and Vice 
President, one of whom, at least, shall 
not be an inhabitant of the same state 
with themselves. Furthermore, in 
2004, a Democratic elector from Min- 
nesota did vote for someone for both 
president and vice-president from the 
same state. One elector voted for 
John Edwards for both president and 
for vice-president. Please get me a 
copy of the Minnesota letter. | will de- 
nounce it!" 


he and corey talked throughout the weekend.

Minnesota Secretary of State Rejects 
Presidential Write-in Filing for Frank 
Moore 

October 25th, 2008 

Frank Moore is a write-in presidential 
candidate, who has been diligently 
attempting to file for declared write- 
in status in as many states as pos- 
sible. He is likely to succeed in 
25 states, which will probably be a 
record. However, on October 17, the 
Minnesota Elections Division rejected 


his write-in filing on 12th Amendment 
Grounds. The Minnesota Elections Di- 
vision seems to not understand the 
12th Amendment. 

The letter says, “Dear Mr. Moore, 
thank you for submitting the docu- 
ment, Written Request by Write-in Can- 
didates for Federal and State Office. 
Your document has been rejected be- 
cause, for the Office of President and 
Vice President, the candidates must be 
residents of different states.” 

This letter is mistaken for two com- 
pletely separate reasons: (1) The 
12th Amendment to the U.S. Constitu- 
tion does not require presidential and 
vice-presidential candidates to reside 
in different states. The only restric- 
tion is that if a presidential and vice- 
presidential candidate do both live in 
the same state, they can’t both re- 
ceive electoral votes from THAT state; 
(2) Even setting that point aside, the 
residence of the candidate for pres- 
ident and vice-president is only ma- 
terial in December of the election 
year, when the electors meet and 
vote. To illustrate, in 2000, Dick Ch- 
eney and George W. Bush both lived in 
Texas when they were nominated. Af- 
ter being nominated, Cheney changed 
his voter registration from Texas to 
Wyoming, so that both he and Bush 
would be able to receive the Texas 
electoral votes. 

Ironically, in 2004 a Minnesota elec- 
tor did vote for someone for president, 
and someone for vice-president, who 
lived in the same state, the state of 
North Carolina. One Democratic elec- 
tor, for reasons unknown, voted for 
John Edwards for both president and 
for vice-president. Congress counted 
that electoral vote. 

Another point is that Minnesota in the 
past has placed teams of presiden- 
tial and vice-presidential candidates 
on the November ballot, even though 
both individuals lived in the same 
state. The Socialist Workers Party 


ticket consisted of a New Yorker for 
president, and a New Yorker for vice- 
president, in 1968, and that team ap- 
peared on the Minnesota ballot. In 
1968, a New York challenge was filed 
against the SWP ticket on the grounds 
that both lived in that state, but the 
challenge was defeated. The case was 
Application of Horowitz, 294 NYS 2d 
69, affirmed, 294 NYS 2d 988. 


this generated outraged calls other than 
corey’s to mn. so when corey called mn early 
monday morning, the groundwork had been 
laid. after consulting with their own legal 
staff, mn reversed itself, admitting it was 
a mistaken interpretation! suzy and i are 
now qualitified in mn! it is amazing that our 
campaign has forced a few states to change 
their election policies!
